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THE REAL OPERATION |LARGE AFTERNOON IEA KILLED IN POGOMOKE 


Of A Farmers Produce Exchange Clearly | At Tho Ellegood Mansion Attracts Many 


Explained. Information Of Value To 
All Who Til The Soil. 

There has been mnch ssid daring 
the past venr or more regarding the 
workings of a Produce Exchange by 
people unfamiliar with the work which 
has in some sections misled the people 
and caused the growers to be disap- 
pointed with results obtained from our 
organization; at the same time, they 
realize that they have not sustained 
any loss through their connection with 
our Exchange, but in most instances 
they have been benefitted materially. 
This condition of affairs is caused by 
stutements made to the people regard- 
ing the workings of the Virginia Ex- 
change which the writer and anyone 
ever connected with the Virginia Ex- 
change know to be wrong. 

Some of the growers were under the 
impression that the Exchange paid for 
the goods at the time of delivery at 
the shipping point, but the business 
could not be handled in this way ex- 
cept on a speculative basis which 
would be detrimental to the, grower, 
from the fact that it would be neces- 
sary for self protection, to buy the 
produce as low as possible. As it is 
now we handle the growers produce 
to the very best possible advantage 
and pay them the highest price ob- 
tainable less our usual 5 per cent com- 
mission. 

This plan has worked well iu Vir- 
ginia aud is working well with us. 
The prices received for your shipments 
speak plainly. Instead of recklessly 
consigning all of your trucks as in 
the past the producer is able to handle 
most of them on a cash basis. If you 
should make consignments of produce 
to some of the Commission Merchants 
representing us, our Exchange guar- 
untees the shipper against the failure 
on the part of the Commission Mer- 
chant to pay for the goods, thereby 
giving the shipper a protection he has 
never enjoyed before. While our plan 
may not be perfect, no plan that man 
can devise will meet the views of ev- 
ery grower, or fhe emergency of every 
condition which may arise. However, 
we believe the reader will admit that 
the Exchange plan is the best way to 
handle the products of tho farm. 

The coming of the Exchange means 
thousands and thousands of dollara to 
the farmers, farm land owners, and 
Merchants through the counties where 
it operates; even though some of tho 
peoplo seem inclined to take a contra- 
ry view, asdid some of the farmers on 
the Eastern Shore of Virginia, but 
this condition can never and will 
never bo brought about by any ad- 
vance in price on the quantity of 
produce now grown through this ter- 
ritory, but must come by greatly in- 
creasing tho quantity now grown. 

The soil of the most of our territory 
is admirably adapted to the growing 
of Irish and sweet potatoes; and es- 
pecially to the growing of sweets. At 
the same time, there are more sweet 
potatoes shipped from one railroad 
station in Virginia than is shipped 
from all points in the counties of 
Somerset, Worcester, and Wicomico. 
Just think of the land with us that is 
neglected and untilled, that could be 
made produce considerable revenue to 
the owner in growing sweet potatoes. 
Some may suy that we cannot grow 
sweets to equal the sweets grown in 
Virignia, but let me say that the 
aweets wo handled this season gave 
excellent satisfaction, and we have let- 
tors on file in our office complimenting 
us on tho quality of our goods, and 
stating that our sweets were the finest 
ever handled on their market. This 
should be highly pleasing to the farm- 
ers through these counties. We can 
grow sweets and we should do so.

Itis the growing of sweets 
that has so greatly increased the valuo 
of the farm lands there, and if our 
growers will engage in this work they 
will find that instead of having a large 
and unprofitable farm, they will be 
able to divide it in farms of fifty acres 
and sell each farm for more money 
than tho present value of the whole 
farm. But these conditions can not 
be brought about by simply growing 


tho potatoes without using some judge- j 


ment in the marketing of the crop.

N Wreck, After Long Service. 


Cars Jump Track And Pile Up Near 
River. Freight And Passenger 
Traffic Delayed. 


A serious railroad accident occurred 
just before reaching Pocomoke, Md., 
at 12.45 o'clock Tuesday afternoon on 
the New York, Philadelphia and Nor- 
folk Railroad bridge spanning the 
Pocomoke river, in which a south 
bound freight train was almost com- 
pletely wrecked and the bridge tender, 
Thomas Disharoon, of Pocomoke, lost 
his life. The bridge had been swung 
a few minutes before to allow a vessel 
to pass through and Disharoon was 
about in the center of the bridge, 
which he had completely adjusted, 
with the exception of two rails which 
projected in an upward direction and 
which always have to be hammered 
down before the trains can again pass 
over the bridge. 

At this juncture the freight was dis- 
covered approaching almost at full 
speed. Disharoon and his assistant, 
Robert Henderson, tho latter being at 
the end of the bridge nearest the river, 
immédiately began waving their hats 
to tho engineer, but, seeing that it 
was impossible for the engine to be 
stopped before reaching them, they 
sought means of safety. Henderson 
jumped through an opsning under the 
bridge upon some ties and thus escap- 
ed. Disharoon, however, ran at full 
specd away from the approaching en- 
gine toward the station house and had 
reached the end of the bridge and was 
on the point of leaping from the track 
when he was struck by the engine and 
thrown from the track in an uncon- 
scious condition. 

The cars immediately following the 
engine had by this time, owing to the 
projecting rails, jumped the track and 
the remainder of the train piling up 
on them caused the fourth car from the 
engine to be overturned upon the 
unconscious Disharoon. The unfort- 
unate man was in a fearfully, mangl- 
ed condition when finally extricated 
from the debris. His right leg had 
been completely severed at the knee, 
his left foot taken off, his right band 
mashed to a pulp and right leg broken 
at the thigh, besides being severely 
bruised in all other parta of the body. 

There were no other fatalities, but 
six cars were throwt off the track and 
overturned and the rails and steel 
bridge very much damaged. A large 
force was quickly put to work clearing 
up the wreck and getting the track 
and derailed cars in order. All freight 
traffic over the bridge was stopped for 
forty eight hours. The engineer has 
been held under a $500 bond to await 
the action of the grand jury. He 
claims that he did not see the red 
signal which was displayed and the 
rails seemed to be in proper condition 
as seen from the window of his cab.

Our Trade with Mexico. 

Some idea of the value of Mexico 
as a market for Un‘ted States export- 
ers may be gained by a comparison 
of the tigures issued recently by the 
United States Treasury Department. 
The exports from the United States to 
Mexico during the year ending June 
30. 1903, reached a value of $42,227, 
786 in gold. Argentina. the best mar- 
ket in South America, spent only $11,- 
430,498 in the United States, and Bra- 
zil a million less. The total exports 
to all South Amer'ca reached only 
$41,114,601—1 million dollars less than 
Mexico’s total, Exports 


four times the exports to the British 
West Indies, while they were seven 
times as large as the exports to the 
five Central Ameriran countries com- 
| bined. 

| In considering the Latin-American 
tleld as a marke. for United States 
products, this fact of the already es- 
tablished demand for them in Mexico 
should be ranked with the republic's 
gool government, its acessibility by 
land nnd sea. its established credit, 
and the period of remarkable develop: 
ment upon which it has entered. In 
every one of these polats, Mexico fy 
far in advance of her Latin ststers.—

These figures are taken from the an- 
nual report of the United States Com- 
missioner of Education. In 1870 the 
number of pupils enrolled in common 
schools was 6,871.522, the same being 
17.28 per cent of the population. In 
1880 the percentage enrolled liad in- 
creased somewhat, being 19.67 per cent 
of the population. In 1890 the per- 
centage of the total population was 
somewhat in excess of the present rate. 

The average daily attendance for 
1903 was 11,054,502, the same being 
69.2 per cent of the total number en- 
rolled. This is the largest average 
attendance on the number enrolled ever 
reported in the United States. It was 
only 59.8 per cent in 1870. 

Women are rapidly supplanting men 
as school teachers. Male teachers 
formed nearly 39 per cent of the entire 
number in 1870, and nearly 43 per 
cent in 1880, but only 34 per cent in 
1890, and only 26 per cent in 1908. 

The average monthly wages of 
teachers for 1903 was $49.98 for males 
and 640.51 for females, a slight in- 
crease over the previous year. 

According to an estimate of the re- 
port the total amount of schooling giv- 
en to the average of population has 
risen from 82 days in 1800 to 1,084 
daya in 1903.

They gave their time and 
thought and money, but the writer 
feels sure that those that were most 
deeply interested will agree that not 
enough of these essential commodities 
were invested. Great achievements call 
for much thought, great hearts and a 
liberal supply of money. There was 
not enough money put into that de- 
funct organization. Itseems plain in 
the light of experience not too en- 
couraging and of information from the 
field at large that ifa Y. M. C. A. is 
going to be a success in Salisbury tho 
provision for such a work must be on 
a liberal scale. It is often much cas- 
ier to do great things than things that 
are mediocre. It is easier to establish 
and maintaina Y. M. C. A. on the 
scale that means signal success than 
to try to run one without a small 
outlay of funds. Success helps large- 
ly to solve the financial problem. 

The question will arise in the 
minds of practical men. Can the nec- 
essary funds be found? We hope so. 

It seems to me that the question of 
funds is not insurmountable. Will 
any one say that there is not money 
enough in Salisbury and vicinity to 
furnish the equipment for a Y. M. C. 
A? Whatever the amount of money 
necessary to meet the expenses of the 
present religious and semi-religious 
agencies, is this a very appreciable 
part of the income of our citizens? 
I-do not undertake to give figures, but 
I entertain the opinion that the money 
required could be supplied if men and 
women could come to the realization 
that the work contemplated is one of 
vital pressing, stupendous importance. 
Those that are interested in a Y. M. 
O. A. need only to think of the valuo 
of a young man. What a valuable 
asset to a community is a young man, 
of good moral and religious character, 
with high and pure ideals, living with 
his feet upon the vices of the day, 
with his brain quickened to think, 
with his heart thrilled in every good 
cause, his body trained and developed 
by suitable and reasonable exercise. 
Such are some of the aims and achievo- 
ments of the Y. M. C. A. 

As time passes Salisbury will learn 
to appreciate more and more what. has 
been done for the aged and for the 
sick and wounded. 

The Home for the Aged is a monu- 
ment to noble generosity. The Home 
is fall now of the worthy aged who 
are spending their closing yeara in 
quiet contentment. That magnificent 
hospital which will soon swing wide 
open its doors to relieve suffering 
humanity will speak forth the wisdom 
and largeness of heart in him who has 
built it. Many will bless him for his 
munificence. But ought we not to 
takeo atopas to care for the boys and 
young men?

I do not say that we may not under- 
take some work for young men, even 
with our present equipment and possi- 
bilities, but the judgement of the 
writor is that the goal toward which 
we should aim and which we ought 
not to be long in reaching, is a new 
building in a central and eligible lo- 
cation, equipped and manned, It 
would mean from ten to twenty thous- 
and dollars for the land and the 
building. Is that too much money to 
invest? Stand up a hundred young 
men who may have their lives won- 
derfully blessed thereby, and there 
ought not to be any hesitancy in fur- 
nishing the necessary funds. The 
people of Salisbury will not be satis- 
fled unless they have ‘tho best, I 
plead for the young men. I plead 
for the future homes aud for higher 
citizenship.

| Since Saturday. Unanimous Hope That 
Unfailing Improvement Has At Last 
Been Reached. Much Work 
| And Expense On The 
i Plant. 


| The work of rebnilding tho Salis- 
bury Light, Heat and Power Compa- 
ny's plant is about completed. Be- 
tween eight and ten thousand dollars 
have been expended by the company 
in the last five months and they now 
promise fine lights. The improve- 
ments, which were under the supervis- 
ion of Superintendent Rhodes, have 
been extensive, practically a new 
plant having been built by him. The 
plant has attracted a number of spec- 
tators at different stages of the rebuild- 
ing, who were much interested in the 
proceedings. The old wooden mill 
was razed and: a brick building with 
an iron roof was erected in its place. 
The old wooden water flume was re- 
placed with one constructed of brick 
and cement, the size being greatly in- 
creased so as to give a large head of 
water and more power to drive the tur- 
bine wheels. A new 75 horsg power 
turbine water wheel was added to the 
smaller wheels, making three inall, 
having a combined horse power of 
about 200. It is tne intention to use 
these wheels for running the plant 
each night after midnight, when tho 
load is not so heavy as earlier in the 
evening. All the shafting in the 
plant had to be raised about four feet 
to conform to other changes, and the 
dynamos were rearranged so as to give 
better service. Several tons of new 
wire have been strung upon the poles 
in the city and it is stated that moro 
will be put up as soon as the weather 
is suitable. This wire is heavier than 
the old one and will carry a stronger 
current. All these improvements have 
been made while the plant was under- 
taking to servo its customers, and un- 
fortunately the lights were poorer at 
one of the worst seasons, particularly 
last week and previously as the days 
grew shorter, and business becamo 
more active at nights. The Company, 
if it has at last reached improvement 
will have relieved the city from one 
of the most serious complaints it has 
had to contend with for many months.

{ta Coolneas Prodaccd by a Current 
From the Antarctic Ocenn, 

A great sclentifie mystery of the Pa- 
cife ocean bas just been solved, at 
least theoretically. The experimental 
verification will come later, or perhaps 
the new theory will be accepted or re- 
jected without other test than that of 
a thorough discussion of the facts on 
which it rests, 

The mystery In question relates to 
the origin of the: immense current of 
cool water which sweeps southward 
along our Pacific coast from Alaska to 
southern California, the antithesis in 
relative temperature and in direction 
to the gulf stream of the Atlantic 
coast, but mightier than the latter in 
volume and modifying the land cli- 
mates all along its course to a greater 
extent possibly than any other known 
ocean current. In short, this current is 
one of the greatest agents employed by 
nature in producing the famous cll- 
mate of the Pacific coast. The magnifi- 


cent forests of Washington and Ore- 


gon and the rich orchards and vine- 
yards of California owe their existence 
largely to the influence of this vast 
river in the sea, which flows swiftly 
by the shore, tempering with Its cool- 
ness the arid heats of summer, rolling 
in vast mantles of fog which distribute 
moisture like the gentlest rain and 
mitigating the severity of the winter 
months with its equalizing influence, 
because, while the average tempera- 
ture of the water is much below that 
of the adjoining. land in the summer, 
it is considerably above it in winter. 

Nor is this all. Turning westward, 
after skirting the shores of California, | 
the great current spreads out over the 
center of the Pacific, touching the Ha- 
wallan Islands, where again its genial 
influence is beneficently felt, with the 
result that those Islands enjoy a more 
uniformly agreeable and salubrious cli- 
mate than any other land lying in a 
similar latitude. 

Now, in a general way, and without 
much critical examination, geographers 
and oceanographers have hitherto as- 
sumed that this Pacific current was an 
offshoot of or a complement to the 
northward flowing gulf stream of Ja- 
pan, the kuro siwo. This Rev. S. E. 
Bishop, widely known for his research- 
es on similar subjects, disputes, and 
he sets forth the very interesting and 
surprising proposition that the great 
current begins near the south pole, 
from which it follows that all the fa- 
vored regions mentioned above owe 
their felicitous climes to the transmit- 
ted coolness of the illimitable ice fields 
which border the Antarctic continent, 
that coolness having been brought 10,- 
000 miles under the sea in order to 
reach thelr shores.—Garrett P. Serviss 
In Success. 


Prise Firat Editions. 

The demand for first editions and 
early engravings is constantly-on the 
increase, ns the fashion of art collect- 
ing is growing fast. If one only had 
the gift of prophecy and could foretell 
that n print which was to be bought 
for less than $5 would one day sell for 
$20,000 or n pamphlet published at a 
few cents would be worth its weight in 
gold at some future day! J. R. Smith's 
famous print of “Mrs. Carnac,” after 
Reynolds’ famous picture, in 1778, cost 
about a guinea. ‘Today dealers pay 
nearly $6,000 for the privilege of pos- 
sessing an example. The original 
painting was bought by Lord Hertford 
for about $09,000. 

The first edition of Shakespeare's 
works, dated 1623, was issued at the 
modest suin of a guinea. A set of the 
firat four editions, issued between 1623 
and 1681, appeared quite recently in a 
bookseller's catalogue for $12,500. “The 
Pilgrim's Progress” is an equally re- 
markable instance, being published at 
1s. Gd. a copy, while one copy sold last 
year for $7,500. Walton's “Compleat 
Angler.“ the fisherman's classic, pub- 
lished at the same price in 1653, is 


worth $1,000, and the early works of 


Byron, Burns and Goldsmith, all pub 
lished at a few shillings, are now lit 
erally worth their weight in gold.

CLEFT GRAFTING 


Complete Formula for making 
Grafting Wax. 


Used in This Country More Than All 
Others Together. 

There are several methods of rraft- 
Ing, some being much simpler than 
others, but all accomplish the same 
end. That which is known as “cleft 
grafting” is used, in this country, at 
least, more than all others together. 
It is the easiest, but by no means the 
best. As the branches of the stock 
have first to be removed, a saw is 
needed. An ordinary pruning saw 
answers well; it is like an ordinary

carpenter's saw: the teeth set wide 


to make the cut clear. The next thing 
is a good knife with a blade of mod- 
erate size, that can be made sharp 
and kept sharp If the branches to be 
grafted are not over two inches in 
diameter, the cleit or split into which 
to set the cions may le made with a 
heavy pruning knke: If larger, the 
grafting knife sold at tue seed stores 
should be used. To sirike the knife, 
a mallet will be need d: n convenient 
one is a bit of hard wood about eigh+ 
teen Inches long. largest at one end; 
a cord is passed through a hole near 
the smaller end, and tied in a loop 
large enough to harg it on the arm. 


A wedge of hard wood, with which to! 


open the cleit. compictes the outfit, 
so far as tools are concerned. But 
in grafting we make n large wound, 
and unless this Is covered. to prevent 
drying and exposure to rain, the oper- 
ation will be likely to fail. The best 
material for covering is grafting wax, 
which should be prepirod heforeband. 
GRAFTING WAN 

Melt together, in un iron vessel, 
common resin, four parts; beeswax, 
two paris; and tallow. one part. Melt 
the tallow anid wax together trst, 
then add the rosin, broken into small 
lumps; keep over a moderate tire, stir- 
ring occasionally with a stick umul 
all is completety melted. This is most 
conveniently used in the form of 
waxed! cloth or paper, Cloth for this 
purpose is from a neee dress, or an 
old sheet, that has beca washed and 
worn until it is very tender. Tear 
this into strips two inches wide, and 
of any convenient length The strips 
are to be rolled a stek about 
ug. to serve as a handle, 

rolling it at one end of the stick, add- 
ing one plece after another, until the 
| roll ix about three inches in diameter, 
and tying to keep it from unrolling 
with a bit of the thread ravelled from 
the cloth. These rolls are placed in 
the melts, hor wix, until they aro 
completely soaked through When 
bubbles of air no longer come from 
the rolls, it shows that the cloth Js 
filled with wax. The rolls are now 
removed and hung, by means of a 
string or wirevattached to thelr wood- 
en handles, in some warm place, next 
to or over the stove, to drain.. cateh- 
ing the drippings in the vessel. When 
all dripping has ceased. hang the 
rolls in a cool piace, If the opera- 
tion has been well done, the strips 
may be readily removed from the

a piece of the waxed cléth, large 
enough to go around the top of the 
stock twice. Let its edge project far 
enough above the top of the stock to 
bend over and completely cover the 
wound. Cover the tops of the cions 
with small bits of the waxed cloth, and 
if there is any other cut surface, not 
covered, apply the waxed cloth, and 
rub and press It in close contact to 
exclude the a!r, In working with the 
waxed cloth, the fingers should be 
greased with n lump of tallow kept for 
the purpose. When one layer of wax- 
ed cloth is applied over another, a 
little working with the warm fingers 
will cause the two to unite and form 
a complete protection. A basket of 
suitable size, with a hook to hang it 
upon a branch of the tree, will be 
| found very convenient in which to 
place the various tools and the ma- 
terials required in grafting.

MESSAGE 10 CONGRESS. 


That there is much of good in the 
ballicose message of President Roose- 
velt to the third session of the Fifty 
eighth Congress, even his political 
detractors cannot deny. 


Much is also 
written that conld have been omitted. 

In the main the address is largely a 
repetition of previous ones to former 
Congresses and there is little newness 
of idea, though differently attired, for 
if there is one charcteristic more 
marked than another in the author 
president it is his extreme versatility. 


Epitome of Message. 

Following are the leading points 
made in the President's message : 

Labor organization for proper pur- 
poses is approved. 

A stringent employer's liability law | 
is urged. 

Law requiring the block system on 
railroads is recommended. 

Necessity for federal regulation of 
trusts and the insufficiency of state 
action is recognized. 

Rebates and the abuses of the pri- 
vate car system must be stopped, and 

there must be increased supervision by 
the federal government of railways 
engaged in interstate commerce. |: 
Forest work should be consolidated | 
_under the Department of Agriculture. 
The Canon of the Colorado and the 
Yosemite Valley should be included in 
the national park system. 
Salaries should be substituted for 
consular fees, 


and consuls should be 
familiar with the language of coun- 
tries to which they are sent. 

The question of the retirement of 
the greenbacks should be considered, 
and every silver dollar should be made 
redeemable in gold. 

Vigorous laws against corruption in 
federal elections are recommended. 

The Monroe Doctrine is strongly re- 
affirmed. During good behavior South 
American nations may count on the 
friendship of the United States, but 
flagrant wrongdoing may force us to 
exercise an international police power. 

Battleships are recommended as the 
maiu reliance of a modern navy. The 
attitude of those who urge independ- 
ence of the Phillippines is sharply re- 
ported. Our first duty is to raise the 


Filipinos higher in the scale of civil- 
ization. 


Probably what will appeal to thé 
largest part of our country as most vital 
and apropos is his utterance on Nation- 
al bribery. 

Scarcely a month has passed «ince | 
Mr. Roosevelt in terms almost vehe- 
ment, denied tbat his campaign man 
agor had given pledges of any charac- 
ter to contributors tothe Republican 
campaign fund.

'xevl, “Oh, sing unto the Lord a new 
song!” 

The finest of pictures is yet to be 
painted; the most perfect sculpture 1s 
| yet to be chiseled; the best of poems is 
yet to be penned; the sweetest and the 
most inspiring of songs is yet to be 
| composed. We speak of the master po- 
cts, artists, sculptors and musicians as 
though the poctical and artistic deeds 


lof the past could never be excelled. 


This, however, is not true. Homer and 
Virgil and Scott and Wordsworth and 


| Burns and Tennyson and Longfellow 
and Lowell and Poe are master poets 


to . because thelr poems excel | 
in Beauty of expression or delicacy of | 


Angelo and Murillo and Leonardo da 
Vinci and Turner are master artists to 
us merely because no artists have yet 
appeared who could approach them in 


perfection of form and glory of color. 
Beethoven and Handel and Bach and 
Gluck and Haydn and Mozart and 
Chopin and Mendelssohn and Wagner 
are master musicians to us because 
they surpass all other musicians in per- 
fection of harmony and grandeur of 
conception, No composers before them 
and none since bave a ed the mas 
tery that they reach eir sublime 
art. 

But, though these old master musl- 
cians are masters to us, they were not 
masters to themselves. They struggled 
continually to give expression to high- 
er and nobler conceptions that they 
were never able to write. Even in thelr 
minds there were harmonies far better 
than those that they have given us. 


Their masterpieces fell far short of 
their ideals. In their rbapsodies and 
dream lives they were continually er- 
ploring whole realms of perfect sound 
harmonies which were continually cry- 
ing to them: “Set me to music. Play 
me upon tlie plano or the harp. Sing 
me in solo and oratorio.’ The result 
was these old masters were continually 
trying to make more perfect combina- 
tions of sound, to echo to mortal ears 
the strange, weird, transcendent volces 
that were calling to them out of the 
“musical worlds of parfection.” 

To imprison bebind musical bars the 
perfect volces which they beard in 
their strange worlds became to the 
great musical masters n life's passion. 
One moonlight night Beethoven was 
walking through one of the strects of 
Bonn. Suddenly he heard from an 
opened parlor window some one play- 
Ing one of his sonatas. It was so beau- 
tifully rendered that the great com- 
poser entered t house and, seating 
himself nt the plano, began to play it 
himself. Beethoven seemed to be lost 
in dreamland. He sald, “Listen; I will 
Improvise a song to the moonlight.” 
Then he went on, hearing the voices of 
the unseen world and reproducing them 
as part of his matchless song called the 
“Moonlight Sonata.” After he had fin- 
ished he rushed out of the house, say- 
ing to bis companion: “Do not talk to 
me! Let me hasten to my room that I 
may write out that dream of the moon- 
light while I yet remember it.” All 
great musicians, like Beethoven, are 
continually reaching out for new com- 
binations of song. Thoy do this even 
though, like Count Zinzendorf, they 
may have written over 2,000 songs, or, 
like Schmolke, they may bave written 
over 1,200 musical pleces. 

“ing Unto the Lord a New Song.” 

David, the psalmist, was a great mu- 
sical composer. He always strove to 
originate new musical themes. If he 
could not compose new oncs, then he 
wanted to hear what some one else had 
composed. The first time Mozart heard 
one of Bach's hymns played he cried 
out In ecstasy, “Thank God, I learn 
something nbsolutely now!” So David 
again and again in his psalms cries out 
for something new in musical praise. 
We not only find the words of my text, 
“Bing unto the Lord a new song,” in 
the Ninoty-sixth Psalm, but wo find 
them in the Ninety-elghth and in the 
‘One Hundredth and Forty-ninth, and 
we niso find the same words in the 
book of Isalab, The song they longed 
to hear will yet be sung in the heaven- 
ly land. The Beor of Patmos caught 
the echo of it ns he listened to the new 
song that no man could learn but the 
host that had been redeemed and stood 
around the throne. What exquisite 
music it will be we cannot concelve, 
but we know the theme that will in- 
spire it. It is the theme of salvation, 
the incarnation of the Son of God, the 
coming to earth of that Divine Being 
whose birth among us we are about to 
celebrate, Let the same theme inspire 
our humble strains; let us even pow, 
as we meditante on that wondrous 
event, attune our Learta to thut glori- 
ous harmony. 

Our holidey song, in the first place, 
should be Á cheerful song. It should 
not be sung in a minor key; It should 
not be a dirge or requiem, a lament or 
a dead march in “Saul;” It should not 
be an antipbony for the matins of the 
dead; it should be joy on the wing; it 
should be the chorus of “Laughing Wa- 
ters;" it should be a hosanna, a bal- 
leluinh, a paean, a: doxology and a 
praise, Tears and sobs have no place 
in the new song which we should sing 
during our coming hollday season. 
What sald David in reference to this 
new song—innke a sad song unto the 
Lord? No, In seven distinct places in 
the Psalms the grent singer of Israel 
cries, “Make a joyful nolse unto the 
Lord.” The first great essential of our 
coming Christmas song should be 
cheerfulness. We should hear it in eyv- 
ery sound that is uttered; we should 
bear it in the loud notes; we should 
hear it in the soft notes as well.

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A Cheerful Message, . 

The new song of Moses and the 

Lamb should be a cheerful song. And 
yet the strange fact is that many peo- 
ple, when they try to sing their gospel 
songs, have the chargers which they 
harness to their. musical chariots walk 
with leaden feet Instead of flying with 
the wings of the song birds. No min- 
ister of the Lord Jesus Christ, no Sun- 
day school teacher, no Christian teach- 
er, will ever make the new songs for 
Christ truly tuned songs when they 
start them in the minor key. The 
great “success, of your father's minis- 
try.“ sald Dr. Reed, the president of 
Dickinson college, to me some months 
ago, “was his unbounded cheerfulness. 
I remember one day, some years ago, 
we did not have any service in the 
Hanson Place Methodist church, of 
which I was the pastor. I determined 
to go over to the Brooklyn Tabernacle, 
It was a stormy winter night, yet the 
church was practically filled with 
about 3,000 people. I took a seat in 
the gallery and looked over that vast 
audience. I wanted to study the faces of 
the people. As far as I could make out, 
when I first looked at them, they were 
a discournged and a tired and weary 
set of faces. Your father first gave 
out some bright, inspiring hymns. The 
faces of the people began to change. 
Then he arose and commenced to talk. 
He talked .on andjon about home and 
the sweet influepees of the younger 
days, when their fathers nnd mothers 
were alive. Then he talked about thelr 
duty to live like the old folks. Then 
he talked about the reunions that were 
ahead in heaven. And as he talked, 
the faces, under his cheerful gospel 
preaching, became more cheerful. Your 
father sent those people away with the 
conviction that God would help them 
in their battle of Ife.“ Then Dr. Reed 
said, in n kind of a soliloquy, “Oh, that 
all gospel messengers could make 
their sermons a cheerful message for 
tired men and women!” 

Yes, the new song we sing ought to 
have the keynote of cheerfulness, That 
is the first great essential. Why should 
it not be cheerful? If we believe in 
God, If we belleve in what Christ has 
done for us, have not we a bellef which 
should uplift every heart Into the high- 
est realms of Christlan joy? Suppose 
I am an artist. Suppose I send one of 
my pictures to the world’s fair at St. 
Louis or to the salon of Paris. Sup- 
pose I todny receive a letter from the 
authorities of that art exhibit some- 
thing like this: 

“Dear Sir—We are glad to Inform 
you that your picture has received the 
first prize in the class of portrait paint- 
ing. You will not only recelve a med- 
al for the same, but also a check for 
$5,000, which is to go to the winner of 
that prize. We congratulate you on 
your success, and we are glad that your 
state will hereafter be known as the 
home of one of the greatest artists of 
this generation.” 

What would I do if I received such 
a letter as that? Would I put that let- 
ter away and sny nothing? Would I 
walk around with sepulchral counte 
nance and dolorous voice, saying, “I 
have won a $5,000 prize and Interna- 
tional fame?“ No; my eyes would 
flash, my cheeks would flush, my 
nerves would tingle with glorious ex- 
eitement. I would go home at once to 
my wife and children and say: “Loved 
ones, my artistic position is now as- 
sured. 1 will be able to earn for us all 
the money we need.” If the news that 
we have won an earthly prize makes 
us so happy. how ought we to feel 
when we realize that n heavenly and 
eternal blessing has been conferred 
upon us? Shall we not sing a cheerful 
gong when we realize all that Christ 
has done for us and ours? 


The Coming Holiday Song. 

Our coming holiday song should sing 
the joy of our salvation. It must do 
more than that. It should sing about 
the happiness of some one else. There- 
fore our new song should be a helpful 
song. Jenny Lind, the great “Swedish 
nightingale,” regarded her voice as a 
gift from God, bestowed that she 
might help her fellow men. May we 
look upon our new song to be sung to 
God as a song to help those who are 
in physical, mental or spiritual dis- 
tress. 

Oh, that we in our coming holiday 
song could have the beautiful purpose 
which “the human thrush," Jenny 
Lind, had in ber gentle, consecrated 
Christian heart! She was always doing 
some kindness to others. Lablache, the 
great Itallan basso, when he first 
heard her, snid, “Her volce is so true 
thot each note ts like a perfect pearl.“ 
Jenny Lind beard what her great Ital- 
fan contemporary bad sald. When she 
met him at thelr first rehearsal she 
smilingly stepped to his side and took 
hit hat; then, placing her lips to Its 
edge, she sang n beautiful French ro- 
mance. Then she gave him back his 
hat, saying, There. M. Lablache, is 
your hat, filled with my pearls of 
song.” That was a beautiful compli- 
ment by one great artist to another. 
But Jenny Lind did more than sing 
bandfula of musical pearls into La- 
blache's lnt; she sang thousands of 
dollars out of the world's pocketbooks. 
Then she senttered thousands and hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars every- 
where. She gave nway 30,000 florins 
when she mande her triumphant music- 
al tour through Geru. any. She gave to 
England's poor over $300,000 when this 
queen of song sang in the kingdom 
of her great sister, Queen Victoria. She

When we sing our new song shall we 
bring spiritual blessings to others also? 
The great hosts which shall enter 
heaven may be augmented if we sing 
our new song as we ought to sing it. 
Charles H. Spurgeon, the famous Lon- 
don preacher, once had a wonderful 
dream. He snw a grent throng pass- 
ing through the gates of the new Jeru- 
salem. “Who are these, and whence 
caine they?” he asked. These,“ sald 
his guide, “nre the apostles and mar- 
tyra. These are they who have laid 
down their lives for Christ.“ “But,” 
answered Spurgeon, “I never was an 
apostle or n martyr. I cannot walk 
with that throng.” Soon, however, he 
sanw another multitude, grenter than 
the first. crowding through the same 
colestlal gates. “Who are these, and 
whence came they?“ he again asked. 
“These nre the sinners. These nre the 
Znechneuses and the Mary Mngdalenes 
and the women of Samaria, who came 
from the lowest depths. of sin.” “Ah,” 
Baid Mr. Spurgeon, “if those are the 
grent sinners, then I can go In among 
them." Aa you and I begin to join 
the redecmed multitudes are we going 
with our friends? Shall not our new 
song of gospel love first be sung by 
some Invalid’s bed to bring that Bick | 
man to Christ? Shall it not be sung | 
among the spiritual outcasts who | 
nerer have bowed the knee at the 
cross? Yes, my friends, our new song 
should be n cheerful cong on account of 
our salvation. It should also be a 
helpful song, which will lead people to 
surrender thelr lives to the work of the 
Divine Master. 

A Song of Captivity. 

„Well.“ says one, “how can I sing a 
song of cheerfulness and of gospel hope 
for myself or for others when every- 
thing scems to be golng wrong in my 
own life? I feel Just ns did the writer 
of the ne Hundred and Thirty-sev- 
enth Psalm. Then all was sadness and 
gloom to him. He seems to see the 
Jews buddled together In captivity. 
There be scems to gather them togeth- 
er, ns the Jews today are gathered at 
the foot of Mount Morlah, at the “wall- 
ing place“ under the walls of the old 
temple. Their captors come to them 
and cry: “Sing. sing! Sing as you used 
to sing In Jerusalem!" But they an- 
swer, "How shall we sing the Lord's 
song In n strange land?’ Then you say 
to me: “This coming Cblristmnas will 
find me in n strange land. Why,” you 
gny, “everything in my life ts so differ- 
ent from what It used to be. So many 
of my loved ones are gone. My daugh- 
ter was hore last Christmas; she is 
gone now forever. Is It a mother’s va- 
cant chair, or a father’s or a wife's or 
n husbnnd's? Yes, I have been n good 
giver to the grave, and that grave has 
taken the best I have. It Is not the 
time for me to sing: it Is the time for 
sobs. Then I cannot give financtally as 
I used to give. I bare had many finan- 
celal reverses during the past few 
months. Then I cannot do as I used to 
do for others. My own health is grad- 
ually brenklug. How can I sing n new 
song? I am like Rubini and Bordoni 
and Cuzzoni and Pasta and Malibran. 
After thelr voices once went they were 
gone forever.” Ah, my friends, you can 
sing the new song of hope and salva- 
tlon If you will. The great trouble of 
your life Is not that you have had 
great troubles, but that you have not 
waded way down knee deep, hip deep, 
shoulder deep. lip deep, Into God's 
promises ond comforts to get a sulta- 
ble inspiration for your new song. 

The great trouble with you Is that 
when trouble comes, instead of throw- 
ing yourselves more and more upon the 
divine strength, you have let go of 
God's strong hand and only depended 
on your own strength. After Jenny 
Lind's name had become famous as a 
singer her voice began to fall. “Oh,” 
said she to herself, “If I could only go 
and see Garcia, I know he would help 
me.” Manuel Garcla was at that time 
the greatest musical developer of 
prima donnas. She left Stockholm and 
went to Paris, As soon as she entered 
his studio and sang Garcia sald, “My 
good girl, you have no votce, or, rather, 
I should say you had a volce, but you 
nre now on the verge of losing it. 


Your organ lis strained and worn out. 
The only ndvice I can offer is to recom- 


mend you not to sing a note for three 
months, At the end of that time come 
to me and I will see what I can do for 
you.” That was good advice for Man- 
uel Garcla to give to Jenny Lind, but 
it ls not good advice for a Christian 
tencher to give you in reference to your 
learning how to sing the new song of 
Christ, What you need is not rest, not 
retirement, not seclusion; you need to 
practice your gospel throat. You need 
to learn how to sing the new song by 
delving deep in the promises of God, 
and then by sing’ God's promisca to 
your own life and to the lives of all 
around you. Sing! Fg! Keep on 
Sing forth the promises of 
God! Sing what be has done for 
others. Sing nbout what he has done 
and will continue to do for you! 
A Triumphant Song. 

But lastly I nssert that our new song 
for the coming holidays should be a tri- 
umphant song. In it we should hear 
the ring of the coming conquest of the 
world for Christ; in it we should know 
not only that man as an individual will 
be saved, but that there shall come a 
tlme when nations and peoples of all 
climes shall worship our Christ as their 
master and king.

We 
are all marching on to a millennial 
day when Christ os the lender of the 
great army of victery shall have his 
standards above every land, waving 
over every. nation and over every sea. 
Our new song should be a triumphant 
song. 

‘Would today I might convince you 
of the sureness of Ohrist's conquest 
over all the nations of the world as 
vividly as that great dramatic preach- 
er William Dawson brought it before 
his London hearers nearly a century 
ago. He was a man of most remarkable 
personality. He had an imagination all 
aglow and on fire. With the power of 
a mighty word painter he was describ- 
ing the conquest of the world. He por- 
trayed a grand procession marching be- 
fore Christ, the Prophet, Priest and 
King, in a coronation pageant. First 
came the prophets, the priests and the 
apostles; then the martyrs, row after 
row, line after line, army after army. 
Then, after all the redeemed dead had 
marched past, there came the living. 
First came the earthly princes and 
princesses and nobles. Then there 
marched forth millions upon millions 
of the human race. Then, after he had 
wheeled into line all generations of all 
times and nll principalities and pow- 
ers, the great Methodist preacher sud- 
denly stopped. Then in stentorian 
tones he commenced to sing that grand 
old hymn of Edward Perronet: 

All hail the power of Jesus’ name, 
Let angels prostrate fall, 

Bring forth the royal diadem 
And crown him Lord of all. 

So powerful was the effect, so over- 
whelming was the Impression of the 
coming conquest of Christ over the 
world, that the great audience sprang 
to Its feet nnd took up. the refrain and 
sang it louder and louder and louder 
until the very heavens seemed to 
shake.

COST OF RUNNING.A YACHT | 


Mr. Astor's Monthly BI In Summer 
Probably Foots Up 28, 000. 


The cost of running a steam yacht 
necessarily varies with its size, says 
Rene Bache tn the Philadelphia Satur- 
day Evening Post. <A sixty footer may 
be kept in commission for $300 a 
month, not counting food supplies. 
For a 150 footer the monthly expense 
would be $3,000 perbaps. But when 
it comes to a pleasure craft like Pier- 
pont Morgan's Corsair, 304 feet on the 
water line, or John Jacob Astor's 
Nourmahal, which is even bigger, the 
outlay is enormously greater. It costs 
about $20,000 a month to run the Cor- 
sair, and it is probable that Mr. As- 
tor's bills for the Nourmahal in the 
summer time amount to not less than 

25,000 every thirty days. The pay- 
roll of the officers and crew of such a 
vessel, which is a good sized steam- 
ship, will touch $4,500 or possibly $5,- 
000 a month.

OLD COLONIAL HOME 


Now Being Erected On Beautiful Lemon 
Hill, By Ex-Governor Jackson For His 
Daughter, Mrs. Vanderbogart. 

Will Be A Magnificent 
Place. 


The house which ex- Governor E. 
E. Jackson is building on Lemon Hill 
as a gift to his daughter, Mrs, Alvin J. 
Vanderbogart, isto be a handsome and 
convenient home. The rooms nud 
halls are large and pantrys and closets 
fill every nook. 

The general plan of the architecture 
of the house, plans of which were fur- 
nished by Charles A. Cassall & Sons, 
of Baltimore, will be of the oldest of 
thecolonial styles. The house, which 
will be nearly square, is being built 
by Mr. William E. Booth, the well 
known contractor and builder, who 
now has a large force of carpenters 
and workmen at work on the building. 

The lower floor will contain four 
rooms and the large hall. On the 
second floor, besides the four bed rooms 
will be three bath rooms which will be 
fittedwitl the latest apparatus and fin- 
ished in tiling. Five rooms will be 
on the third floor and a large cellar 
will extend under the rear.hall, the 
kitchen and the dining room. In one 
corner of the cellar a lanudry estab- 
lishment will be installed. A spiral 
stairway of mahogany will run in the 
front hall. 

The ontside measurement of the 
house is 45 by dg feet. Porches 16 feet 
wide will extend nearly around all 
the sides except the east. To carry 
out the colonial stylo beautiful white 
pillars will support the roof of these. 

The house will be supplied with 
steam heat, hot water, electric light 
and other modern appliances through- 
out. 

One of the prominent features of 
the home will be the beautiful ar- 
rangements of the wide lawns of the 
„Hill. Gandscape gardener Wol- 
lert, of Philadelphia, is now prepar- 
ing plans which will shortly be sub- 
mitted for approval. A number of 
terraces, which will Le comfortable

PRODUCE EXCHANGE 


in Annual Session, Reviews Operations 
Since Organization. 50,000 Barrels 
Of Irish Potatoes Were Handled, 


Etc. Splendid Prospects 
Ahead. 


The Board of Directors of the Pen- 
insula Produce Exchange of Maryland, 
met at the General Office, Pocomoke 
City, Maryland, on Thursday, Decem- 
ber 8th, at which time it was decided 
not to pay any dividend on the stock 
this year. ` 

The Secretary and Treasurer made 
his report of the operations of the past 
year showing the quantity of goods 
handled by the Exchange during the 
past season. The report shows the 
handling of over fifty thonsand barrels 
of Irish potatoes, but not so many bar- 
rels of sweet; the oultivation of this 
crop being confined almost solely to 
the extreme lower part of Worcester 
county, which borders on the line of 
Virginia. 

The shipments of cantaloupes was 
very heavy around Salisbury. The 
Exchange is now arranging to handle 
all of these goods possible ona f. o. 
b. basis next season, which will be 
more satisfactory to the growers than 
throwing them all on the New York 
market as in the past. As the Ex- 
change was not organized until late 
inthe year, the management of the 
Exchange was not prepared to handle 
berries and small fruits. However, dur- 
ing the coming season. the Exchange 
will do a large business in this line. 

The statement of the operations by 
the Virginia Exchange shows a much 
larger business than that handled by 
our Exchange, but we believe our 
farmers will now engage in this work 
more largely and with more enthusiasm 
than they have in the past. Take for 
instance the shipment of sweet pota- 
toes, (which is the most reliable crop 
our farmers can grow) the Virginia 
Exchange handled 490,868 barrels more 
of these goods than our xchange. 
The management of the Exchange no-v 
realize the great benefits to be derived 
by the growing of this crop and aro 
encouraging its cultivation. The 
inost of our soil is expecially adapted 
to the growing of the sweet potatoes. 
Our potatoes were considered tho finest 
on the market this season.

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Man Worried By Mness. Lack Of Sleep! To Be instituted By Gonnty Commissioners | Sudden Close Of Long Pastoral Career ( 


And Apprehension For Approachlug Ex- 
aminations Takes His Life In Bal- 
timore. Son Of Dr. J. S. 
Aydelotte And Known 

in Salisbury. 


Unable to sleep for four days and 
worried over his studies at the Mary- 
land College of Pharmacy, now a de. 
partment of the University of Mary- 
land, William J. _Aydelotte of Snow 
Hill, Md., drew a razor across his 
throat shortly after 8 o'clock Thurs- 
day morning at his boarding house, 
200) West Franklin street in Balti- 
more. He was hurriedly removed to 
the City Hospital, but died in a short 
time. 

For two weeks young Aydelotte had 
been suffering from tonsilitis and had 
been under thecare of Dr. G. M. Litt- 
singer of 212 West Franklin street 
Wednesday when Mrs. M. L. West of 
211 West Franklin street, at whose 
house he took his meals asked him 
how he was feeling, he remarked: 

“I haven't been able to sleep for 
four nights. Iam getting desperate 
now. 

Owing to his illness, Aydelotte had 
been absent from the College for sev- 
oral days. A little more than a week 
ago he missed three days and Dr. Lit- 
singer informed the faculty as to the 
cause of his absence. Last Saturday 
he was also unable to attend lectures, 
and it was not until Wednesday that 
he went back. Apparently he was in 
good spirits, and spent three hours at 
work intho laboratory. However, his 
absence from school seemed to prey cn 
his mind, and boarders in ths house 
where he lived say he worried much 
over his studies. The first term ex- 
aminations are to be held in January. 

At the boarding house on Franklin 
street he gave no one any intimation 
that he contemplated ending his life, 
and it is believed by Miss Annie 
O'Connor,- at whose house he lived, 
that the act was don: on the impulse 
of the moment. He had not come 
downstairs Thursday morning and Miss 
O'Connor was sitting in the front 
room of her house when she heard a 
rapping, followed by groans. She 
rushed up stairs and found Mr. Ayde- 
lotte lying across the bed in tho front 
second story room, a deep gash across 
his throat and blood flowing freely on 
the bed. 

The razor was found in front of a 
mirror in the room, and tho police are 
of the opinion that Aydelotte stood 
before the glass whilo cutting his 
throat, and then walked to his bed. 
Sergeant Nooney of the Western dis- 
trict, who was one of the first to ar- 
rive at the house, and Miss O'Connor 
found a note in the room, which, 
though unsigned, was recognized ns 
jAydelotte's writing. It was dated 
Wednesday, and showed his feelings re- 
garding his studies. It read: 

Denar Papa—lIt is useless.to keep ine 
at school— 

Mr. Aydelotte before coming to 
Baltimore was a student at the West- 
ern Maryland College, at Westminster, 
and was quite an athlete. 

According to Mrs. West, ut whose 
home he took his meals the young man 
had been corresponding with a young 
lady in Westminster, Carroll county, 
for tho past six years, and there was 
A rumor that he was to be married on 
his graduation inthe spring. How- 
ever, this could not be verified. 

Coroner Hayden of the Central dis- 
trict has been notificd, and is making 
an investigation. 

Mr. Aydelotte was formerly n drug 
clerk in Snow Hill and last summer 
he had held a similar position in Ocean 
City, Md.

For Taxes, ‘Beginning With 1900. 
History Of The Gase And Present 
* Status. 


Mr. James E, Ellegood, attorney at- 
law who was authorized by the Coun- 
ty Commissioners recently to bring suit 
against the Baltimore, Chesapeake and 
Atlantic Railway Company for taxes 
for th? years beginning with 1900, will 
file claims before the January Court. 
The amount for each year is about 
$5,000, making the total amount some- 
thing like $20,000. 

The railroad company had never 
been assessed by the county till 1899, 
when acting under the advice of Mr. 
Ellegood, the County Commissioners 
made the assessment. The company 
objected to the bill and the County 
Commissioners garried the matter be- 
fore the courts. The Cirenit Court 
decided that the company had the right 
to assess all the property of the com- 
pany. Judgement was therefore giv- 
en to the plaintiffs. The railroad 
company appealed from this decision 
to the Court of Appeals, who affirmed 
the judgement of the lower court. 

Samuel Bancroft, of Delaware, a 
bond holder of the company, filed a 
suit for an injunction in the United 
States District Court for the district 
of Maryland. Judge Morris, the dis- 
trict judge, decided that the railroad 
property from Salisbury to Nanticoke 
river Was exempt from taxation under 
the exemption given to the old Balti- 
more and Eastern Shoro Railroad 
Company, but decided that the railroad 
property of the old Wicomico and Poco- 
moke Railroad Company from Salis- 
bury to Pocomoke river and the steam- 
boat property on the Wicomico and 
Nanticoke rivers wns taxable. From 
this decision an appeal was taken by 
the plaintiff, Mr. Bancroft, and also 
by the County Commissioners. The 
railroad company was satisfied with 
the decision that the railroad property 
from Salisbury to Nanticoke river was 
not taxable but objected to the other 
property being taxed. The defendants 
were pleased with tho last proposition 
but did not like the first. So bath 
sides appealed from this decision. 

This appeal was argued in Rich- 
mond, Va., November 1963 by Mr. 
Bond for Mr. Bancroft and by Mr. 
Ellegood for the County Commission- 
ers. Judge Simonton, one of the sit- 
ting judges, died before the decision 
was rendered and n re-argument was 
ordered. Mr. Bond and Mr. Ellegood 
again argued the case before Judges 
Goff, Pritchard and Brawley the 17th 
of last month, and the case is now 
awaiting the decision of the court. 

On account of the large sum of mon- 
ey involved the matter may bu car- 
ried to tho Supreme Court of the 
United States by the losing side, no 
matter which that may be, before it 
is allowed to drop.

Bome Modern Instances in Proof of the 
Sex’s Possesion of This 
Attribute. 


It was at least 2,000 years ago that 
a Latin poet casually remarked: 
“Varium et mutabile semper femina.” 
This is to say, literally, “A variable 


and changeable thing always is wo | 


man. ” 

It is hardly to be supposed, how- 
ever, that a poet even 2,000 years ago 
could be so ungallant as deliberately 
to call lovely woman a “thing.” We 
must make allowance for poetic li- 
cense and the necessities of rhyme 
and rhythm.

The grand staircase of the new 
state capitol at Albany, N. Y., is td be 
ornamented with the portrait busts of 
four women who have helped to make 
United States history: Harriet Beech- 
er Stowe, Clara Barton, Susan B. An- 
thony and Molly Pitcher.

Harriet Beecher Stowe won immor 
tal fame with her “Uncle Tom's 
Cabin,” and did much to bring about 
the freedom of the negro. 

Clara Barton is identified with the 
work of the Red Cross society. 

Susan B, Anthony has devoted her 
long life to the cause of securing for 
woman equal rights of citizenship with 
man. 

Molly Pitcher served a cannon 80 
well In the Revolution that Washing- 
ton himself made her a sergeant and 
subsequently placed her on the retired 
Ust at half pay for Hfe. 

Thus we have the champion of tem- 
perance, the friend of the slave, the 
nurse in war, the advocate of equal 
suffrage—and “Captain” Molly Pitch- 
er, who adds the crowning touch to 
the versatility of women.—Chicago 
Inter-Ocean.

The struggle of the chronic invalid 
after health is woefully, heartrending- 
ly and overwhelmingly pathetle. To

| physical pain and torture; to see a 
| young man in the grip of cancer or 
| with bones and joints twisted out of 
| shape by that fiend of inquisitorial 
torturers, Inflammatory rheumatism; 
to sce a young woman slowly fading 
away with consumption, going from 
place to place for a change of climate, 
trying first this doctor and that doctor, 
and then, finally, as a drowning man 
grasps at a straw, going to the “sure 
patent medicine cures” and trying the 
nostrums of quack doctors—ah, these, 
to me, are among the saddest of ab 
tue sad sights of human life. 

Yet we may see these pathetic trag- 
edies everywhere. “I cannot lie here 
and die without making an effort to 
be cured,” sald a once great lawyer to 

me in the city of Brooklyn. There 

was a time when I had a large income 
and many friends. But now that I am 
old and without money and dying with 

a cancer nearly all my friends have left 

me alone. The doctors come and say, 

‘Judge, how do you feel today? Then 

they propose to cut me with a knife, 
saying: The cancer is growing, judge: 

the cancer is growing. It must be cut 

out, Then when 1 say, ‘Doctor, if I 
en to the knife will I get well? 

they simply shake their heads and an- 
swer, ‘Judge, you must dic.’ It does 
not seem strange that when u man Is 
fatally ill he will go anywhere and to | 
anybody who promises to\make bim | 
well.” 

Voor Robert Louis Stevenson! The 
doctors said he had to die, But Steven- 
son said, “If I can only go to a warmer 
climate I shall get well.” So he went. 
He traveled south. He traveled west. 
He lived here and there. c was 
traveling: not for pleasure, Hut for 
health. Ile tried to flee his “fatal Ill- 
ness, but sickness kept on his track. 
It crossed the seas with him. It dwelt 
with him in boat, in but, in tent. At 
last, in faroff Samos, it climbed the 
mountains with him, and among those 
tropical woods Death sald, “Come, Rob- 
ert, come.” It was a hemorrhage, n 
little gasp, and poor Robert Louis 
Stevenson wis no more 


Health Is a Trensure. 

The health — what n treasure it Is! 
When it is once lost, how men strive to 
regain it! In every age the medical 
profession has been honered and its 
members held in high esteem. I sup- 
pose there was as much disease In 
Judaea in apostolic times as we have 
in our day; perhaps more, for diseases 
which our physicians can cure were 
then pronounced incurable. We cau 
Imagine what a sensation there would 
be in those times, in every home where 
there was n lame child or a cripple or 
n father or mother suffering from dis- 
case, when it was told that Peter, who 
bad cured the lame man of the temple 
gate, was curing all who came to him. 
No wonder that sick people sought hhn, 
and that those who could not leave 
their beds begged their friends to carry 
them to him, for we read that “they 
were healed, every one.” 

These crowds of chronic sufferers In- 
stead of decreasing kept growing larger 
all the time, At last the numbers of 
the sick became so great that they 
could not get near to or have an nudi- 
ence with the famous apostle. They 
were too many. Then the friends of 
the sick sald among themselves, “If 
sufferers are cured when Veter lays his 
hands on them perhaps they may be 
cured when his shadow passes over 
them.“ So the Bible says these be- 
levers “brought forth the sick into the 
streets and laid them on beds and 
couches that at least the shadow of 
Peter passing by might overshadow 
some of them. There came also a mul- 
titude out of the eltles roundabout 
into Jerusalem, bringing sick folks and 
them which were vexed with unclean 
spirits, and they were healed, every 
one.” 

The Bible does not distinctly state 
whether the sick were healed by Pe- 
ter's shadow; but, reading between the 
lines of these two verses, it implies It. 
We know that under the power of the 
Holy Spirit it would be no greater 

| miracle for Peter's shadow to beal the 
sick than It would for the handket- 
chiefs and the clothes which had onee 
touched the living body of Paul to heal 
the sick, We read about this miracle 
in the nineteenth chapter of Acts and 
of the miracle of Peter's shadow In the 
Ofth chapter of the same book. 1 think 
that cures must have been wrought In 
this way. Perhaps Peter himself was 
unconscious of it and did not know 
what his shadow was the means of do- 
ing until he was told of the cures nft 
erward, As he passed through the 
streets touching this one and that and 
rejoicing that through his touch heal- 
ing was given his Influence reached 
farther than he knew, We know it Is 
so with our lives. ‘The Christian does 
not know how far bis Influence does 
reach, There are some whom he strives 
to help, but farther off there may be 
anme with whom he never comes lu 
contact who are affected by his very 
shadow, by the unconscious influence 
of his Christian life, 


Results of Christian Work, 

Examine first the direct results of a 
Christian's work, Every man, if be is 
u true man, has congecrated his mental 
and physical and spiritual energies to 
done great purpose, The Christian 
man, as a minister, is trying to build 
up a church; as a lawyer, to build up u 
courtroom or an office practice; as a 
physician, to Lave a large number of 
familles as patients; as a merchant, to 
havo ‘a big store. That pulpit or of- 


fice or store is to the man his chief 


thought. He works for it by day; he 
dreams of it by night, If he goes off 
on a summer vacation his mind and 
heart are still anchored to that work- 
shop, even as a ship out in harbor tugs 
at its chains, though it Is unable to 
brenk away from its moorings. But 
though a Christian man may work 
night and day for his professional 
or mercantile purpose in life do you 
for an instant suppose he is able to see 
the infinite spiritual results that may 
come from that life's work? Do you 
suppose that physician has any con- 
ception of the amount of misery and 
family troub!e he saved when he per- 
sunded that young wife and mother to | 
go to n warmer climate and saved her 
physical life, predisposed to consump- 
tion—saved it for her husband and her 
children? Do you suppose that lawyer, 
when he drew up the will and last 
testament, had any conception of the 
amount of family trouble he averted 
by making that last testament 80 
strong and true that it could not be 
broken in the courts? Do you suppose 
that a minister has any true concep- 
tion of the vast amount of good a 
simple sermon may do when he arises 
to preach? Of course some people 
after n single sermon may praise it to 
his ears, ns some parishioners are al- 
most sure to do, but the greater work | 
of n sermon, as with an author's pen, is t 
never seen or heard by the preacher or | 
writer. Like Peter with his shadow, > 
most of the spiritual results of n ser- | 
mon appear when a minister has gone 
back to his home, his bed or his study. | 
The direct results of a Christian's 
professional work ean never be fully 
estimated by the agent of n gospel 
miracle, Let me illustrate my thought 
from my own experience, I remember 
some years ngo when preaching in 
Pittsburg there came up one Sunday 
a terrifie storm. The wind blew and 
shrieked through those city streets. 
The suowtinkes wefe piling themselves 
up so that traffic was impeded. I came ` 
out from my study that afternoon and 
said to n member of my family: "It 
does seem absurd to preach tonight. | 
No one will be there, If 1 do preach, I, 
have half n mind to save that sermon 
I have been so busily writing for the 
past six days. It does seem a shame | 
for me to practically throw it away." 
“No.” answered my wife; “you had | 
better preach it. You have always 
inade it n rule to give your people the 
best you had. If any one comes out 
tonight he deserves your best. Be- 
sides that, God has always most bless- 


| ed your work on stormy nights.“ 1 


sald: “Yes, that is true. 
them the best I have. 
the sermon.” That night the audience 
was very small, But while the few 
people were gathering I saw one wo- 
man enter the church and come down | 
the nisle to the left of the pulpit. She | 
seemed to be intensely interested in. 
the sermon. When it was finished and 
the benediction pronounced sbe came 
to the pulpit and sald, “I will send you | 
n letter soon.” Then she passed quiet- 
ly out. 

1 went home feeling that the night 
was wasted. - But some time afterward 
I henrd of the result of that sermon. 
That woman that night was deciding 
whether or no she should desert her 
home, Her temper even then was by 
her side, urging her to a life of sin. 
That one sermon on that stormy night, 
under the power of the Holy Spirit, 
turned the tice. She wrote to thank 
me for what 1 had said. That letter 
was one of the most Impressive lessons 
I ever hnd. for it taught me that no 
Christian man's work la unimportant, 
even under the most unsatisfactory 
and discouraging conditions, Our un- 
suspected) pud unreported Influences 
are so great for good that only God's 
recomling angel has a ledger big enough 
to keep the records, Never, O minis- 
ter, lawyer, physician, neglect your 
work because of Its seeming Insignifi- 
cance. As with Peter's shadow. it 
may, all unknown to you, reach some 
whose sin sick soul may be healed by 
the Holy Spirit's power working 
through it.

Unconscious Influence, 
The public man has his shadow, The 
private man has his unconscious In- 
fluence also, The Christian lawyer, 


doctor, merchant, minister, have thelr 


direct Influence when they are doing 
their public work. They also have 
thelr unconscious Influence, when they 
nre walking through the streets, and 
sitting In the elevated trains, and ent- 
ing In thelr home dining room or in 
public restaurants, when they think no 
strynger's eye is watching them and 
no stranger's car Is overhearing what 
they xay. They have thelr unconscious 
Influence when, unknown to them, 
people are weighing them in the bal- 
ances ns they nre standing before a 
jury or prescribing in the sickroom or 
prenching ln the pulpit. They have 
thelr unconscious Influence even when 
they are “ont of harness” ond think 
they can do as they please and that 
no one will ever know what they do. 
Some of you may have read the 
book called “A Man Without a Shad- 
ow.“ ‘That caption may be very star- 
ting. bet it is lhnpossible of realiza- 
tion. No time in life comes when a 
man is shadowless. Even in the dark 
corridors of the mines the little lamps 
throw the outlines of the miners upon 
the black walls behind them. There 


is no time in life when a man is un- 
seen and not watched. Last summer 


I spent many days trolling for fish in 
the Iacitic ocenam Strange to say, I 
did not have to see a fish before I 
knew what was on the end of the Une. 
The big mackerel would pull steadily 
In n straight line. The thick bodied 
albicore would at once dive to the bot- 
tom of the sea, The strong finned yel- 
lowtall would seesaw, now on this side 
of the boat, now on the other, and only 
the gaff hook could stop his struggles. 
The barracuda would seem to swim 
townrd the boat, Like a tender mouth- 
ed horse, cach pull of the Ihe would 
make him obey your will the quicker, 
The sen buss would come to the sur- 
face, and you would bave to be care- 
ful or, like a tmpeze performer, he 
would turn a complete somersault over 
your line and be off, So men in a com- 
munity, Hue some fish In the sea, are 
known by thelr nelghbors in thelr pri- 
vate lives even though those men may 
think they nre unseen. They all have 
thelr unconscious Influence when they 
are at play us well as when at work, 
Rather than write such a book as 
“A Man Without a Shadow“ 1 would 
prefer to write one called “The Man 
With Frozen Shadows," That figure 
which the great American ‘humorist, 
Samuel L. Clemens, drew of the sailors

His eloquent 
tongue’ | think not. Cr ifornia, I be- 
lleve, hes had prenchers as eloquent as 
he was. ilis organizing ability? 1 
think not. L beleve others here have 
been just us great organizers. 1 will 
tell you—it was his simple, true, pure, 
Christian p ivate life. It was bis ten- 
der Christi:u heart which made him 
stop on the street corner and buy a 
bag of fruit nud give It to n common 
painter and say: “Take this fruit home 
to your good old mother, with my love. 
Tell her that with such prayers as she 
offers and with such a life as she leads 
she ought to have a good son.“ It was 
the gentle ways he had with little chil- 
dren in their romps and plays; It was 
the way he would throw his arm about 
a friend In trouble and say: “Harry, 
how can I help you? What can I do?” 


Mighty Avalanches For Good. 

Ob, the unconscious Influences of 
every Christian's private like! Like 
the snowflakes, they bank them- 
selves up into great drifts, Like the 
grains of sanl. they lift themselves 
Into the m'ghty mountains, Like the 
little drops of water, they slake the 
thirst of many valleys and meadow 
lands. There Little Influences of pri- 
vate life are Cesplsed by some so called , 
Christian workers, but in the end they | 
result In mighty avalanches for good, | 
in mighty t'dal waves of b'essings, in 
w'ghty est winds that dam back tlie 
ned seas whieh. ns linpassubte bar- 
riers, keep the. children of Israel from 
fleeing the Pharaoh hosts and march- 


ing on to the brightness of God's prom- 


ised Lind. 

But I find the Christian's shadows 
or unconscions influences not only iu a 
man's own gospel seed planting, but 
also In tio Christian example he sets 
for those who uve trying to raise the 
sare kind of gospel harvest. I find a 
minister's Infivence, like Peter's sbad- 
ow, Within the fri walls of Lis church. 
I elso ted a m'n'ster's unconscious in- 
fluence over ministers who nre work- 
ing in adjacent: churches. I not only 
find a physician's unconscious Influence 
over his patients, but also a doctor's 
Influence over doctors, and n lawyer's 
ore: Tiwyers, and a mothers over 
mothers, as wel as her unconscious 
influence over her children. 1 find 
here that a pubiic school teacher has 
her unconscious Influence over her fel- 
low teachers as well ns over the

A Christian man always, to more or 
less extent. makes or mars the success 
of men of his owu Uk. When Iwan 
der among the hallways of bistory I do 
not find there the picture of n great 
soldier which differs ,in every way 
from all other soldiers of bis day and 
generation. 1 do not find ina country’s 
history a great lawyer or poct as a 
mountain peak lifting itself solitary 
and alone from the center of a vast 
Rut, like the stars in the 
heavens, 1 und that one great lawyer 
Is always In juxtaposition with other 
grent lawyers. One great physician 
means other great physicians. Great 
poets, authors, statesmen, reformers, 
scientists, move through the firmament 
of the historical heaven In galaxies, in 
constellations, like the stars in clus- 
ters. When I mention the names of 
scientists I find that there Is n scien- 
tife Pleiades, with a Darwin, a Tyn- 
dall, n Huxley and a Herbert Spencer, 
all existing at the same time. When I 
mention the name of Willlam Shake- 
spenre I find that a Bacon, a Raleigh, 
n Ben Jonson, a Sydney, a Spenser, a 
Beaumont, n Fletcher, a Longueville, 
all belong to the Elizabethan era. 
When I mention the greatest warrlor 
of the ages, Napoleon. 1 find that the 
French emperor was a maker of great 
marshals ns well as great armies. I 
find flanking the “Little Corporal” a 
Ney, n Bertrand, a McDonald, a 
Lannes, n Marmont. Napoleon Bona- 
parte also was the mighty obstacle 
which developed a Welington and a 
Blucher. Great soldiers have an un- 
conscious Influence over men of thelr 
Ilk as well as over those who have not 
brains of tho same enliber as them- 
selves, 

Henry Ward Beecher's Influcnce, 

So much did Henry Ward Beecher 
Influence the pulpit of his day that 
there were hundreds of ministers who 
used to copy his dress as well as the 
Intonnations of his voice. They let 
thelr hair grow long. as he did, even 
as many of the poets of Lord Byron's 
time used to Imitate the Ump of By- 


ron's clubfoot. A man's Influence al- 
ways to n more or iess extent reached 


out to men of his ilk. When a mini 
ter lifts his own church he helps lift 
every other Christian church in his 
city. When n noble lawyer is true to 
his clients he lins an unconscious Chris- 
dan Influence over his brother lawyers 
at the bar. The unconscious influence 
of a physician molds other physicians, 
The influence of wives and mothers 
spiritually blesses the parents of other 
homes as well as the lives of thelr own 
children. 

The unconscious influence of a Chris- 
uan man over the people of bis day and 
generation is very beat, uo matter Low 
humble the position be occupies. But 
if the unconscious Jutueace of a ving 
man upon bis contemporaries Is great 
infinitely greater must that influence 
be upon thousands and tens of thou- 
sands of men and women and children 
after he la dead. How multiplied must 
be the echoing sounds of his volce long 
after tho speaker's lips themselves have 
been sealed in the unbroken silence of 
the tomb! 

We sny that Jobn Harvard's life was 
a mighty life tor good. From the little 
seed he planted has grown up the 
greatest university In all America, He 
was a poor clergyman who died early 
in life, but the few hundred dollars 
and the library of 300 books he left to 
endow Harvard college have had a glo- 
rious harvest. Thousands upon thou- 
eauds of homes bave been blessed by 
that college gift long after Jean Har- 
vard passed away. The history of Jobn 
Harvard will yet be the history of ev- 
ery true Christian man, As the shad- 
ows of the hills grow longer and longer 
toward the enst when the sun sinks 
{nto the west, so the Christian man’s 
unconscious influence will grow great- 


uren even unto the tenth generation 
and even generations afterward.

IMPORTANT DECISION 


Oo Recent Road Law. Judge Burke De- 


cidos That $200,000 State Appropri - 
: ation For Highway improvement 
Ganuot Be Prohibited. 
State To improve 
Its Own. 


An impartant victory for the good 
roads movement in Maryland was 
won last Friday at Towson, the coun- 
ty seat of Baltimore County, when 
Judge Burke] altting in the Circuit 
Gourt, dende that the state ald road 
law, passed at the Inst legislature and 
appropriating $200,000 of state funds 
for the building of courity roads, can 
not bo prohibited under the section 
= in constitution of 1867, which 


b te frompeeppropriating 
es any, in im prove- 
mef ah section was made as the 
restlt of a suit bought by Mr. Frank 
A. Bonanl to test the constitutionality 
of the Act, by bringing injunction to 
restrain the county commissioners 
from accepting and using any of the 
stato appropriation for the use of 
county, roads, and the victory for the 
road movement. was the more sweep- 
ing in that the decision of the court 
was rendered without it even being 
deemed necessary for Mesars, John J. 
Donaldson and Osborne Yellott, repre- 
senting’ the connty commissioners, to 
make any, argument on the defense. 

In order that the matter may be 
finally adjudicated, an appeal from 
Judge Burke's decision to the Court 
of Appeals has been already entered 
and if the higher court upholds Judge 
Burke as is expected, the validity of 
the law will be finally established 
and $200,000 of state funds will be im- 
mediately available for county roada. 
It is important to note here that the 
Maryland Geological Survey will un- 
til March 1. 1905 continue to receive 
applications from the counties for 
their neveral allotments of the state 
aid road appropriations, after this 
date tho. amount of the apportioned 
not taken up will be, re-appointed 
among the counties desiring more 
money than their original allotment. 
It should be remembered also that the 
counties inour no risk of expense by 
applying for state aid, should the law 
finally be proved unconstitutional.

road work in Maryland under the pro- 
visions of the state aid law will go 
forward with more enthusiasm than 
ever. Since the passage of the Act 
the counties have been going forward 
with the work until thirteen counties 
out of twenty three in the state have 
now filed ‘petitions for state aid for 
their roads or have signified their in- 
tention of doing so. State aid for over 
150 miles has been requested and the 
Highway Division of the Maryland 
Geological Survey has been busily en- 
gaged in making surveys for the work. 
More than twice the amount of the 
state appropriation has been applied 
for and mass meetings favorable to the 
road movement have been held in a 
number of counties. 

In rendering his deciaion in the case 
at Towson, Judge Burke said that the 
publ io roads were the property of the 
state, and that their care and mainte- 
nance were delegated to the various 
counties by legislative enactment, and 
that there could not therefore be any 
question of the state contributing to 
the ronds, the title to which is invest- 
ed in the state. The prohibition cited, 
Judge Burke said, can not apply to the 
building of public roads, which is 
public work, any more than to the 
maintenance of the Capitol at Annap- 
olis, the Governor's mansion and the 
various other state institutions, and 
that the apparrent object of the con- 
stitutional prohibition was to prevent 
the extending of aid to railroads and 
canals, similar to the appropriations 
made by the state to the Baltimorg 
& Ohio Railroad and the Chesapeake 
& Ohio Canal. 

Because of a doubt that existed last 
winter as to the constitutionality of 
direct appropriations for good roads, 
the legislature passed a constitutional 
amendment submitting the question 
to the vote of the people. This like 
the Poe disfranchising amendment was 
not signed by Governor Warfield, and 
the question whether these two amend- 
menta shall go on the official ballots 
next fall ia now before the Anne Arun 
del County Court of Appeals. In the 
meantime if the Court of Appeals up- 
holds Judge Burke, there will be no 
necessity- for the adoption of the con- 
stitutional amendment, although of 
course the amendment will as a matter 
of form be submitted to the people if 
the courts declare that it was legally 
passed.

To Be instituted in Salisbury Jan. 2, By|Programs Of “Elaborate Propertieas. 


School Board. ee 


For the benefit of the boys and young 
men empioved in the mills and facto- 
ries of Salisbury, the Wicomico Coun- 
ty Schogl Board has decided to estab- 
lish night schools in the laboring sec- 
tions of the city. South Salisbury 
has been selected as the place for the 
firat experiment, but if the plan should 
prove successful, and there ig every 
reason and hope that it should, the 
idea will be extended to include the 
other manufacturing section. This 
isa praiseworthy movement on the 
part of the Board and will be done at 
an added expense. 

To meet this they have to economize 
in other lines but it is believed that 
the gain in educating these young peo- 
ple will more than meet this. 

Every parent interested in the wel- 
fare and prosperity of his children 
sould heartily co operate in making 
it a success. Nothing so testa the 
courage and will power of the young 
man as the solution of difficult ab- 
stract problema, and those who will 
cafefully go through this course of 
training and apply themselves dili- 
gently to the task will sarely be bet- 
ter prepared to succeed in life. Thons- 
ands of instances of men who have re- 
ceived their sole education atter spend- 
ing the day in hard manual labor and 
then by the light ofa pine torch have 
taken down their book and studied far 
into the night and who have risen 
high on the ladder of fame could be 
cited. _ Abraham Lincoln, who was 
ene of the bis! presidents the United 
States ever had, was one of this sort. 
He often tramped many miles in the 
anow after a hard day's work to borrow 


a book that he was unable to buy. 


Edocation improves both the moral 
and mental qualities of the boy. 

The expense of maintaining the 
school and the cost of the books will 
be born by the School Board. Misa 
Alice Kent, who has had long and val- 
uable experience in this line of school 
work, has been engaged to take charge 
and to teach the school. The studies 
will at first include only the clemen- 
tary studies, but the list will be ex- 
tended as soon as the need shall arise. 
These are the three R's—reading, writ- 
ing and arithmetic. The school will 
be opened in the house of Miss Kent 
on Monday night, January 2nd, at 
7.80 o'clock and all the young men 
intereated in bettering their positiou 
in life and securing an edacation are 
invited to attend free of cost. The 
achool will be held on every Monday, 
Tuesday, Wednesday, Thursday and 
Friday evenings of every week until 
farther notice. 

Right in line with his suggestion 
at the recent meeting of the State 
Teacher's Association, County Super- 
intendent H. Crawford Bounds has in- 
stituted a Teacher's Training Olass in 
Wicomico county. The work will be 
under the supervision of Mr. Bounds 
apd all who intend, to teach school in 
the county and wish to be instructed 
in the art of teaching will be placed 
under the instruction of trained teach- 
ers in Salisbury. They will be allow- 
ed to asaist in teaching and sometimes 
will be permitted to take charge of a 
section of the crowded schools. In 
addition to this they will be given a 
prescribed course of study and reading 
from the library of the Superintendent. 
This will embrace a line of work not 
covered in the High School and Super- 
intendent Bounds anticipates preparing 
several teachers for effective work in 
the schools of the county. All per- 
sons interested in the class that desire 
to become a member should wake ap- 
plication to Mr. Bounds, who deserves 
much praise for his efforts to raise the 
standard of education in the county.

On Recent Road Law. Judge Burke De- 
cides That $200,000 State Appropri- 
: ation For Highway Improvement 
Canuot Be Prohibited. 


State To improve 
its Own. 


An important victory for the good 
roads moyement in Maryland was 
won last Friday at Towson, the coun- 
ty. seat of Baltimore County, when 
Judge Burke, ‘sitting in the Circuit 
Gourt, decided that the state aid road 
law, passed at the last legislature and 
appropriating $206,000 of state funds 
for the building of county roads, can 
not be prohibited under the section 
the stato constitution of 1867, which 
pro state, fromesppropripting 
mosey” A. any, internal hoprove· 
m This section was made as the 
sult of á suit bought by Mr. Frank 
A. Bonsnl to test the constitutionality 
of the Act, by bringing injunction to 
restrain the county. commissioners 
from accepting and using any of the 
state appropriation for tho use of 
county roads, and the victory for the 
road movement waa the more sweep- 
ing in that the decision. of the court 
was rendered without it even being 
deemed necersary for Messrs. John J. 
Donaldson and Osborne Yellott, repre- 
senting’ the connty commissioners, to 
make any, argument on the defense. 

In order that the matter may be 
finally adjudicated, an appeal from 
Judge Burke's decision to the Court 
of Appeals has been already entered 
and if the higher court upholds Judge 
Burke as is expected, the validity of 
the law will be finally established 
and $200,000 of state funds will be im- 
mediately available for county roads. 
It is important to note here that the 
Maryland Geological Survey will un- 
til March 1, 1905 continue to receive 
applications from tha counties for 
their several allotments of the state 
aid road appropriations, after this 
date the amount of the apportioned 
not taken up will be re-appointed 
among tho counties desiring. more 
money than their original allotment. 
It should be remembered also that the 
counties inour no risk of expense by 
applying for state aid, should the law 
finally be proved unconstitutional.

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road work in Maryland under the pro- 
visions of the state ald law will go 
forward with more enthusiasm than 
ever. Since the passage of the Act 
the counties have been going forward 
with the work until thirteen counties 
out of twenty three in the state have 
now filed ‘petitions for state aid for 
their roads or have signified their in- 
tention of doing so. State aid for over 
150 miles has been requested and the 
Highway Division of the Maryland 
Geological Survey has been busily en- 
gaged in making surveys for the work. 
More than twice the amount of the 
state appropriation has been applied 
for and mass meetings favorable to the 
road movement have been held in a 
number of counties. 

In rendering his decision inthe case 
at Towson, Judge Burke said that the 
publio roads were the property of the 
state, and that their care and mainte- 
nance were delegated to the various 
counties by legislative enactment, and 
that there could not therefore be any 
question of the state contributing to 
the roads, the title to which is invest- 
ed in the state. The prohibition cited, 
Judge Burke said, can not apply to the 
building of public roads, which is 
public work, any more than to the 
maintenance of the Capitol at Annap- 
olis, the Governor's mansion and the 
various other state institutions, and 
that the apparrent object of the oon- 
stitutional prohibition was to prevent 
the extending of aid to railroads and 
canals, similar to the appropriations 
made by the state to the Baltimore 
& Ohio Railroad and the Chesapeake 
& Ohio Canal, i 

Because of a doubt that existed last 
winter as to the constitutionality of 
direct appropriations for good roads, 
the legislature passed a constitutional 
amendment submitting the question 
to the vote of the people. This like 
the Poe disfranchising amendment was 
not signed by Governor Warfield, and 
the question whether these two amend- 
menta shall go on the official ballota 
next fall in now before the Anne Arun 
del County Court of Appeals. In the 
meantime if the Court of Appeals up- 
holds Judge Burke, there will be no 
necessity for the adoption of the con- 
stitutional amendment, although of 
coursé the amendment will as a matter 
of form be submitted to the people if 
the courts declare that it was legally 
passed.

NIGHT. SCHOOL SYSTEM|XMAS CHURCH EXERGISES 


To Be instituted In Salisbury Jan. 2, By|Programs Of Elaborato Properikas. 


School Board. Designed-To Advance 
~ The Laboring Sections. Teach- 
ers Training Glass Organ- 
ized By Supt. 
Bounds, 


For the benefit of the boys and young 
men employed in the mills and facto- 
ties of Salisbury, the Wicomico Coun- 
ty School Board has decided to estab- 
ligh night schools in the laboring sec- 
tions of the city. South Salisbury 
has been selected as the place for the 
first experiment, but if the plan should 
prove successful, and there ig every 
reason and hope that it should, the 
idea will be extended to include the 
other manufacturing section. This 
isa praiseworthy movement on the 
part of the Board and will be done at 
an added expense. 

To meet this they have to economize 
in other lines but it is believed that 
the gain in educating these young peo- 
ple will more than meet this. 

Every parent interested in the wel- 
fare and prosperity of his children 
should heartily co operate in making 
it a success. Nothing so testa the 
cotrage and will power of the young 
men as the solution of difficult ab- 
stract problems, and those who will 
carefully go through this course of 
training and apply themselves dili- 
gently to the task will surely be bet- 
ter prepared to succeed in life. Thons- 
ands of instances of men who have re- 
ceived their sole education atter spend- 
ing the day in hard manual labor and 
then by the light ofa pine torch have 
taken down their book and studied far 
into the night and who have risen 
high on the ladder of fame could be 
cited. Abraham Lincoln, who was 
ane of the bia! presidents the United 
States ever had, was one of this sort. 
He often tramped many miles in the 
snow after a hard day’s work to borrow 
a book that he was unable to buy. 
Education improves both the moral 
and mental qualities of the boy. 

The expense of maintaining the 
school and the cost of the books will 
be born by the School Board. Missa 
Alice Kent, who has had long and val- 
uable experience in this line of school 
work, has been engaged to take charge 
and to teach the school. The studies 
will at firat include only the clemen- 
tary studies, but the list will be ex- 
tended as soon as the need shall arise. 
These are the three R's—readinz, writ- 
ing and arithmetic. The school will 
be opened in the house of Miss Kent 
on Monday night, January 2nd, at 
7.80 o'clock and all the young men 
interested in bettering their position 
in life and securing an edacation are 
invited to attend free of cost.

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‘FEEDS SCHOOL CHILDREN. 


Paris Has Given Them Free Meals 
and Shoes For Thirty Years, 

The speech of Superintendent Max- 
well of the New York public schools in 
St. Louis recently, in which he de 
elared that thousands of children in 
city schools are unable properly to at- 
tend to their studies because of the 
gnawing of hunger, has already borne 
fruit in Milwaukee, where breakfasts 
are now suvplied free to all poor chil- 
dren who inay apply for them. 

While this is the first application of 
this plan in America, it has long deen 


i practiced in Paris, where, since 1674, | 


a fund has been in existence for pro- 
viding poor children with shoes, cloth- | 
ing and the necessaries of life. | 

At first only the children of the 
Montmartre district were thus favor- 
ed, but gradually the idea spread until 
in 1882 o law was passed extending 
the plan to all the city communes. 

These school funds, intended prima- 
rily only to provide clothing, prizes and 
other forms of entertainment to en- 
courage attendance, have increased 80 
that now the furnishing of food for 
the little ones is the principal item. Ih 
the department of the Seine alone 
thousands of warm meals were served 
to the children of the schools in the 
first year of the experiment, and in 
1884-85 fifteen schoo) “canteens” pro- 
vided by the authorities dispensed no 
less than 1,110,827 portions. One-third 
of these were helpings of soup, another 
third meat and the rest vegetables. 
The children, where they weré able, 
had to puy for their meals, and there 
was contributed in this way 36,776 
francs for 786,526 of these helpings. 
There was no payment for 374,301 
helpings. The total cost was 59,264 
francs ($11,852). 

Since then the system has spread and 
grown, and the authorities have been 
able to provide a better meal for less 
money, now that they can count on 
large quantity. The average cost of a 
meal of meat, vegetable and soup is 
only 3 cents. With this, too, is given 
a bottle of wine when desired that costs 
only 5 cents, yet is wholesome. 

From the very first the greatest care 
has been taken not to allow any loss of 
dignity to arise from the free feeding. 
The fundamental principle of the whole 
management is the absolute innocence 
of the children. They cannot be ex- 
pected to pay. Their parents may be 
at fault; if so, there is only the greater 
reason to shelter the children and to 
try to preserve in them that sense of 
self respect which might so easily be 
wrecked by their parents’ bad conduct. 
Each child is called upon to pay 3 
cents per day for his meal and receives 
in exchange a check or ticket. Some- 
times this payment is effected in a 
small- office, one child entering at a 
time. All receive a ticket for thelr 
dinner and only the person who gives 
the ticket knows who have pald and 
who have not. The parents of those 
who do not pay are visited. A full in- 
quiry is made as to their condition, and 
if they are poor they are put on the 
free list.—New York World. 


A Milliner'’s Balance Sheet. 

The other day 1 saw published the 
balance sheet of a limited liability mll- 
liner’s establishment. If I remember 
rightly the debts unpald were set down 
at about £30,000. By the amount of 
credit in this one establishment one 
can judge of the enormous sum owed 
to all milliners by thelr customers col- 
lectively. It is well known that heavy 
commissions are offered to ladies who 
introduce customers and that many la- 
dies are not above accepting them. 
Many women incur Ilabilities with mil- 
liners that they are well aware they 
cannot pay or can only pay by exceed- 
ing the amount which the husband 18 
desirous should be spent by his wife. 
The idea that all this should be encour- 
aged by special legislation to facilitate 
the collection of milliners’ bills could 
hardly have occurred to any one but a 
milliner. They will find, however, that 
to getan bill through the house of com- 
mons with this object is a good deal 
more dificult than allowing women to 
run up bills.—London Truth. 


Dapagers of the Streets. 

Fatal street accidents average al- 
most exactly alike as to numbers in 
New York nnd Chicago—one a day. In 
London cab accidents kill almost as 
many people as surface car accidents 
do in the borough of Manhattan, New 
York, but they.do not approach Broox- 
lyn's record along that line. 

Brooklyn's trolleys are juggernauts. 
New York's are much more carefully 
handled. Chicago's are worse than 
New York's, but not so bad as Brook- 
lyn's, while Boston and Philadelphia. 
where the narrower and crookeder 
streets would seem to make the run- 
ning of cars at a reasonable speed es- 
pecially hazardous ond difficult, show 
a much smaller number of deaths in 
comparison to the mileage than does 
Greater New York as a who or Chi- 
cago.—New York Press. 


It Fitted Well. 

N. F. Woodbury, the Maine repre 
sentative ot the Prohibition national 
committee, wis talking about the po- 
litical fights for total abstinence that 
have from time to time stirred up hla 
state. 

“I remember n village,“ said Mr. 
Woodbury, “where the contests over 
the liquor question were always very 
hot. There was one liquor saloon in 
the village, aud a week before a cer 
tain election a placard as big as the 
entire front of the house was raised 
before it. This enormous placard said 
in huge red letters, ‘If the prohibition 
law passes this house will be closed.’ 
But in the dead of night odd nolses 
were heard, and the next morning the 
enormous placard covered the front of 
the village poorhouse."—New York 
‘Tribune,

Los Angeles, Cal., De 
bookmaking age, and particularly? at 
the season when presses are 
out the largest of the years Iterary 
output, the preacher in this sermon 
gives some: timely -advice as to the 
cholce of books: The tet is Ecclesias- 
tes xil, 12, “Of making many books 
there is no end.“ 4 

Wendell Phillips for many years 
went up and down the land delivering 
a lecture entitled “The Lost Arts.” 
That lecture was in most respects a 
glorification of the past. If, however, 
we should halo the present and deliver 
a new lecture entitled The Found 
Arts,” almost without exception most 
of us would catalogue the art of book- 
making as among the greatest of. all 
modern accomplishments, In our égo- 
tistic self complacency many of us 
have long supposed that the ancients 
knew but little about books. We look 
upon the great English and American 
and French and German and Russian 
libraries as modern developments 
which would be just as incomprehens!- 
dle to our ancestors if they should sud- 
denly come to life as would be the tele- 
phone on the telegraph or the dectrie 
car or the modern steam engine Thus, 
when some ot us today hear the words 
of my text we are amazed. We say to 
each other, “What did King Solomon 
menn when he said, ‘Of making many 
books there is no end, and much study 
is a weariness to the neah. Were there 
many bapta im gug Bolbmon’s time, 
or was he In prophetic vision hearing 
the bangings and the crashings of the 
modern twentieth century printing 
press?” 

No. King Solomon was not hearing 
the bangings and crashings of the 
modern printing press. He was listen- 
ing, however, to the scratchings of the 
scribes’ pens. The bookmakers were 
then very busy everywhere. They 
must have been busy at that time. 
Homer, the greatest of alt poets both 
living and dead, certainly. lived and 
wrote not more than a few years after 
Solomon died. Thucydides, Aristoph- 
anes, Demosthenes, Herodotus and So- 
lon, whose writings are placed among 
the classics: of the ages, wrote their 
thoughts omly a few hundred years 
after King Solomon lived. Five hun- 
dred years before Solomon was born 
the Lord auf to Moses, “Write this for 
a memorial in a book.” That Moses 
was well qumlified for the task we have 
abundant proof. Long before his day 
men had written books, cumbrous pro- 
ductiona in baked Ady, mat a8 a boy in 
Egypt be had labarioualy conned. The 
practice of writing beds was contin- 
iued, and the anciént authors had be- 
come so prolific that the author of Ec- 
clesiastes felt as most of us do in try- 
ing to dig our way out from amid the 
avelaoche of the literature of the pres- 
ent hy. “Of making many books 
there is no end,” the wisest of all men 
eried 3,000 years ago. “Of making 
Many books there is no end,” we cry 
in the beginning of this twentieth cen- 
tury. 

Myriads of books surround us. The 
Congressional library alone has over 
2,000,000 of them. The new Ilbtrary 
building has accommodations for 2,500,- 
000 more, making ia all space fer 4500,- 
000 books. Books, books, bochn, books, 
books everywhere—books im different 
forms as newspapers, books ag maga- 
zines, books regording the histories of 
nations, books sā biographies, books in 
fictitious story or in novel form, books 
in rhythmic meter or as poetry, ‘books 
in sermonic and theological diserta- 
tion, books as essays! There are mil- 
lions and mſhions of them—good books 
and bad books. Now comes the prac- 
tical question, What shall we do with 
these books? They come to us to as- 
sist or retard, to re-enforce or to ener- 
vate us in the struggle of life. How 
shall we use them? How shall we de- 
cide which nre helpful and which are 
injurious? 

Admit Oniy the Best, 

A man’s Ebrary, in the first place, 
should be like the sanctuary of his 
heart, into which he admits only his 
best friends. It should have room for 
only a very few and a carefully chosen 
collection of books, These should be 
read and reread and read again, Like 
our dearest friends, they should enter 
into the very warp and woof of our 
being. Their thoughts should become 
our thoughts, and their teaching should 
be translated into the actions of our 
lives. They should not be mere person- 
alities with whom we have only a 
speaking acquaintance. They should 
not be those half strangers te whom 
we have to be reintroduced every time 
we meet them away from our homes. 
They shoul(l become integral parts of 
our mental, moral and spiritual being. 
We should be so sure of their wisdom 
that we can accept them as our guides, 
to inspire us to right thinking, right 
speaking and right acting. Rare indeed’ 
are such books! When they bave been 
found, they should be treasured as 
more precious than gold, but let us not 
expect to find many of them. 

“A lbrary to haye only room for a 
few books? What dd you mean by that 
assertion?” some one says. “Why, I 
always thonght the more books a man 
reads the better he ts educated, taking 
for granted, of course, that the books 
he reads are good books. My parents 


educated me along these lines. When.

They stuff their mində with whole 
pilea of indigestible literary food. They 
read and they read and they read. 

keep on reading and never think 
or care about what they are reading: 
They read until at last thefr brains ab- 
solutely refuse to do any independent 
thinking. Their brains become like a 
grent sponge filled with water, sodden 
and heavy and inactive, of no earthly 
une tə anybody or anything. What you 
ought to do is not to see how many 


books you can skim ae but how 
many books you can master. 


“Look out,” says the old adage, “for | 
the man who ie master of one book.” | 
Look out, say I, for the master of a 
few rent booka. Too much reading 
truly becomes a weariness to the flesh. 
Mr. Spurgeon in one of his sermons 
quotes the invective which Lucian in 
Disraeli’s “Curiosities of Literature” 
makes against those men whose pride 
is in a large library which they never 
properly read and therefgre cannot 
profit by. “Such a man is like a pilot 
who has never learned the art of navi- 
gatfon or a cripple who wears embrold- 
ered slippers and cannot stand upright 
in them. Why do you buy so many 
books? You bave no hair, and you pur- 
chase a comb. You are blind, and you 
must need buy a fine mirror. You are 
deaf, and you will have the best music- 
al instruments.” But the foolishness of 
duylng a library ks for the shelf 
so that you càn look upon thelr hand- 
sonie bindings is not to be compared in 
its evil effects to the sin against the 
brain by too much promiscuous read- 
ing. I protest against the “cramming” 
processes we have in our public schools, 
I protest against the “cramming” proc- 
esses we ha ve fn our colleges. I protest 
against the lightning rapidity with 
which men and women gallop through 
their books in an evening's reading. 
Buy fewer books. Master those books. 
Read them over and over again and 
make them integral parts of your- 
selves. The discordant volces around 
the tower of Babel could not have 
been more helpless to do good than are 
the babbling tongues of many books 
which have been hastily read. Better, 
far better, master a few great books 
than have a mere speaking acquaint- 
ance with a thousand different books. 

Myriads of books are coming forth 
with outstretched hands, claiming our 
welcome. We cun only afford to take 
a few to our hearts. How important, 
therefore, it is for us not to invite into 
our sanctuary a bad book! How im- 
portant it Is for us not to let our chil- 
dren read any bad books! And, above 
all, how Important it is not te have 
any bad books at all upon our library 
sbeltes or our sitting room table! But, 
though all of us are very careful never 
to have a bottle of arsenic or strych- 
nine or laudanum or earbolic acid tn 
eur medicine closet unless it is con- 
spicuously and clearly labeled “Pol- 
sen,” yet many will allow the most 
deadly of all mental, moral and spirit- 
ual poisons to come Into our homes in 
the shape of a bad book, unlabeled with 

any danger signal. We will suffer the 
@vil vtrus ot that polsonous book not 
only to be inoculated into our own 
bearts, but also into the hearts of our 
loved ones. 
‘The Infuence of a Book, 

How many men have been ruined for 
time and eternity by the Influence of 
one bad book! Am I describing the 
experience of any of you when I imag- 
ine a scene of demoniac slege and con- 
quest? For many years Satan was 
trying to batter down the doors of 
your father’s ‘Christian home. Again 
and again be bad charged upon that 
carefully guarded stronghold to cap- 
ture your beart, but again and again 
be had falled. Satan would come up 
to that front door and he would hear 
the family singing at evening and 
morning prayers, and be could not get 
in. He tried to entice you away from 
the straight path of virtue, but your 
Christian parents had surrounded you 
witb so many plous influences that it 
was almost an Impossibility to break 
them down. 

At last Satan became completely dis- 
couraged. He called a council of. war 
ef all his fiends to plan for your de 
struction. Plet after plot was- gone 
ever and pusbed aside as useless. But 
just as the Satanic demons were about 
te scatter in utter dismay an arch fend 
spoke up and said: “Let me try n flank 
movement on that home.

But tke Condiah heart of a bad book 
is not satiscel with slaying one mem- 
ber of a faul. Like the fatal coils 
of the serpent of a Laocoon, it would 
crush uut t. e life of a father and the 
Hves of his children also, O man, 
your spiritual lite may be poisoned by 
bad boonxs: Have you ever stopped to 
think that your children’s spiritual 
lives may be in the process of being 
poisoned by the same deadly fangs? 
What is. your boy, doing in the next 
room? “He is rea „ u vor an- 
Bwer.. What ja he ling? ` “Only a 
book.” What kind of a book is he 
reading? Where did he get that book? 
Oh,“ you answer, “I do not know. I 
let my boy select his own literature to 
read. I belleve he said he borrowed 
that book from one of his compan- 
ions.” Do you not know what your 
boy is reading? After your own awful 
experience many years ago in reading 
a bad book, from the evil effects of 
which I hope you may have recovered, 
are you golng to let your boy continue 
to read that book? Would you, if you 
could prevent it, allow your boy to go 
with evil companions? Would you 
knowingly allow bim at his tender age 
to wander down into the vile haunts 
and look upon the immoral ceespools of 
our great cities? You are doing some- 
thing as bad as that. O father, you 
are allowing an unprincipled author to 


at his glassy eye and flushed 
Thek and labored breathing. There 
are seeds of infamy being sown now in 
that young man's heart which, if not 
stamped out at once, may grow up into 
a harvest of tares, which Satan and 
his demoniac hirelings alone will gath- 
er. O God, help us to come to the 
firm, Christinn decision of never inten: 
tionally reading a bad book nor of al- 
lowing n bad book to be placed in the 
hands of our loved ones! 

I do not menn by this that the books 
we admit to our hearts and homes 
must be limited to distinctively reli- 
gious books. We must read for instruc- 
tion and for entertainment. Because a 
book is not distinctly a religious book 
that is no reason why necessarily it 
should be debarred from coming to our 
reading chairs. Some books we should 
select because they are books of travel, 
some because they are the biographies 
of men and women who were the great 
leadera and makers of the world's his- 
tory. The higher the’ mountain peak 
upon which you stand the wider the 
range of your horizon. We should-se- 
tect some books because they teach us 
the geographical and geological or as- 
tronomical or atmospherie or biological 
construction of the animal, vegetable or 
mineral kingdom, whether these studies 
be Inside of the world or above the world 
or upon the surface of the world. “In 
the beginning God created the heavens 
and the earth, the sea and all that In 
them Is.“ It is our duty to learn as 
much as possible about God's creations 
if we cau do so without curtailing the 
work for which God created us. But 
though we should select books of travel 
and of fiction, If the right kind of fic- 
tion, we shouid also select certain books 
as lifetime companions because first 
and last and intrinsically they were 
written to teach us the duties of the 
spiritual life. We should read them 
because they were written to teach us 
how to love the Lord our God with all 
our heart and soul and mind and 
strength, and our nelghbor as our- 
selves.

“Limit my reading to books written 
for spiritual edification?’ some 
one.

I might, per- 
haps, stay nwake for n little while in 
reading some of the light religious 
books, like Elizabeth Stewart Phelps’ 


Gates Alar’ or Elizahath Pavaon's 
epping Heavenwood,’ but it would 


not be for long. No, I never did like 
religions books. When I read, I read 
for fuu and for mental improvement. 
You must not expect laymen, and es- 
pecially young people, to read the same 
books as do the ministers.” 

Not expect laymen to read the same 
kind of literature as mifhisters? No. 
But I would have laymen use common 
sense in thelr selections of books, I 
would have them treat the brain in ref- 
erence to its mental food on the same 
principle as we would treat the physic- 
al body. Yon restrict your stomach to 
one kind of diet long enough, and you 
will starve your p!ysical body to death, 
no matter what kind of food you may 
take. “What did your husband die of?” 
I asked a lady some time ago. “From 
starvation,” she answered. “He had an 
incurable disease, but that disease did 
not directly kill him. We could only 
feed him on beefsteak and toast. We 
bought him the very best steak in the 
market, but beefsteak has not all the 
ingredients in it to support life, and so 
he gradually starved and passed 
away.” Are you going to restrict your 
mind and soul to only one kind of men- 
tal food? If you are a broker, ig the 
full extent of your reading to be found 
in perusing the columns of stock mar- 
kets in the morning newspapers? If 
you are a lawyer, are you only going 
to read about the forensic giants of 
the past who. won their memorable vic- 
tories at the bar or spend most of your 
time in studying your new Cases? If

JACKSON: 10 CONTEST THE RETURNED ELECTION 


Of The Democratic Candidate, Hon. Thomas A. Smith, On Mbom lie Serves Notice, For Mr. Jackson Whon The Congressional 
Charges Fraud Except la Wicomico County, And Claims Over 1600 


Wore Confused] And Assails 


Constitutionality Of The Law. 


Congressman William H. Jackson, 
by his attorney, Mr. John O. Rose, 
has served formal notice upon Mr. 
Thoma; A. Smith, who Bene 
elected from the First Con ional 
district at last November election, that 
he intends to contest Mr. Smith's seat 
in Congress. Mr. Rose raid this 
morning that after 30 days Mr. Jackson 
would, under the law, be entitled to 
take testimony for 40 days before a 
notary public or justice of the peace 
in support of his charges and that Mr. 


Smith would then be given 40 days in- 


which to take. testimony in the same 
manner for hisside. Tendays of evi- 
dence in rebuttal will then be allowed 
Mr. Jackson and when this mass of 
evidence has been printed together 
with all the records in the case, it will 
be sent before the Honve of Represen- 
tatives for action by that body. 


; Serves Notice On Smith. 


The formal notification was sent to 
Mr. Smith by Mr. Jackson yesterday. 
It is dated at Salisbury, Wicomico 
county, Decomber 27, and begins. ag 
follows. 

Hon. Thomas A. Smith; 

You are hereby notified that I shall 
contest your right to occupy a seat in 
the House of Representatives of the 
United States asthe Representative of 
the First Congressional district of the 
State of Maryland in the Fifty-ninth 
Congress. 

Mr. Jackson then admits that the 
Board of Canvassers accurately com- 
puted from the certificates of the vari- 
ous “boards of county can vasserd the 
number of votes for each candidate ap- 
peating on the certificates, but denies 
that Mr. Smith was legally elected. 


Assails Constitutionality Of Law. 


He goes over the election law passed 
at the extra session in detail, declar- 
ing that it was passed for the avowed 
purpose of disfranchising vaters of the 
Republican party who were constita- 
tionally qualified to vote, and says 
that he will contend that the extra 
session election law and the act of 1904 
amending that law are both unconsti- 
tutional in that they are contrary to 
the provisions of tne State Contsitu 
tion, and says that even if these laws 
are not invalid, the election officials 
who were partisans of Mr. Smith 


abused the powers conferred on them 
with the intent and to the effect of 
unfairly and unlawfully preventing 
the casting or the counting for me the 
ballota of upward of 2000 legally qual- 
ified and registered voters who attend- 
ed the polls to vote for me. 
The Charges -Summed Up. 

Ifarther charge that in most though 
significantly not in all, the election 
precincts of Somerset county, your 
partisans, constituting the majority of 
the Board of Supervisors of Elections, 
furnished official ballots so folded as 
to constitute a fraud upon the voters. 

In each of the several election dis- 
tricts and precincta below set forth 
ballots were counted and returned as 
votes for you, which— 

(a) Had upon them marks which 
under the law of Maryland inva‘ idate 
such ballots and made it unlawful to 
count them, or 

(b) Were not folded by the voter 
when returned by him to the Judge of 
Election in the same manner as they 
were folded when delivered to the vo- 
ter, or 

(c) Were delivered by the voter to 
the Judge of Election deceitfully fold- 
ed, or 

(d) Were not marked as votes for 
you, or 

(e) Which were never cast for you, 
but which were counted and tallied 
for you by mistake or fraud of the 
Judges or Clerks of Election, and I al- 
lege that the number of votes improp- 
erly and unlawfully connted and re- 
turned for you fi thé electioni precincts 
and districts below specified are the 
numbers below writtéf opposite each 
of suid election precincta and districts, 
respectively, and I ask that such votes 
be deducted from the total votes re- 
turned for you. 


Glaims Over Sixteen Hundred Smith Votes.

Contest Is Made. Democrats Promise 
Some Startling Exposures. 


“I am convinced,” says Mr. Thomas 
A. Smith, Democratic Congressman 
elect, ‘‘that I was fairly and honorably 
elected and received a clear majority 
of the votes cast for Congressman in 
the First district Believing this, I 
do not propose to surrender the seat to

Visitors. Description Of Hospital. 


The presentation exercises of the! 
Jackson Memorial Hospital Building 
to the Board of Directors of the Pen- 
insula General Hospital were held in 
Ulman's Opera House Wednesday after 
noon in the presence of a large num- 
ber of Salisburians and out of town 
guests Many doctors and other citi- 
zens from all parts of the Peninsula 
were present. 

The meeting was called to order by 
Mr. William P. Jackson, president of 
the Board of Directors ofthe Hospital, 
who introduced the speakers. The ser- 
vices were opened with music by the 
combined choirs of the churches of the 
city. Three beautiful anthems were 
rendered by the choirduring the exer- 
cises. Rev. Charles A. Hill, D. D., 
led in prayer, in which he invoked the 
blessing of the Almighty upon the no- 
ble institution. 


Speech Of The Donor. 


Immediately after the 
Mr. William H. Jackson was intro- 
duced to the audience. His speech, 
which was a model for modesty and 
briefness, was as follows: 

Ladies and Gentlemen; You all 
know I am no speaker but I just want- 
ed to say afew words to you. For 
many years T have cherished in my 
heart the purpose to do something for 
the people among whom I was born, 
with whom I have lived and among 
whom I expect to die. 

Ny first thought was to build a 
home for the poor and infirm of Wicom- 
ico county, and I had so provided in 
my will, but in the course of time that 
purpose was modified. The Peninsula 
General Hospital was started in our 
midst and as I closely and carefully 
watched its work, I became convinced 
that no institution could be more use- 
ful to our people. 

‘ts great need was a building suit- 


invocation, 


“jed to the purpose of a hospital, and-to 


erect such a building has been a great 
and unalloyed pleasure tome. In this 
work I have not been influenced by 
any purpose of advance, racial, denom- 
inational or political interests, but to 
the best of my ability I have kept in 
mind the high plane of conduct indi- 
cated by Him who said, ‘I was sick and 
ye visited me, and in as much as ye 
have done it unto one of the least of 
these, my brethern, ye have done it 
unto me.“ 

Upon the completion of this talk 
Mr. Jackson was roundly applauded. 


Other Speakers. 


William T. Warburton, of Elkton, 
was the principal speaker of the oc- 
casioun, and in a. magnificent speech, 
such as has been rarely heard in Salis- 
bury, on behalf of Mr. Jackson, 
presented the building to the trustees 
of the Hospital. Mr. Warburton’s ad- 
dress was frequeutly punctuated by 
applause, aud a number of times his 
words of praise andtender apprecie- 
tion of the princely gift brought tears 
to the eyes of his listeners. He spoke 
of Mr. Jackson as a distinguished 
sincere, sympathetic, philanthropist. 
Said he, It has been said that wealth 
quenched Philanthropy, I contend 
that this is not so. Wealth does not 
extinguish the finer sympathies of our 
nature. The magnificent gifts of mil- 
lionairs in all parts of our country to 
the different benevolences prove this. 
The greatest happiness in this life lies 
in duty being well and faithfully done. 
We are not all capable and we are not 
all willing if we were capable of mak- 
ing such a magnificent gift as this to 
the poor and sick and maimed. But 
it is the privilege of all to rejoice at 
the influence which caused your distin- 
guished citizen to erect such a noble 
work.“ 

Mr. Warburton said that Mr. Jack - 
son had erected the Hospital in mem 
ory of his and his wife's parents. 
Then the speaker paid a grand tribute 
to woman, ‘Honor thy father and 
thy mother,“ said he, is the Divine 
command, In all ages woman has 
been the help and inspiration of all 
good works. She cules the destiny of 
the nations by her influence at tho 
cradle. Women give purity, hope 
and courage to fight the battles of life. 
The home ix the source of national life 
Keep it pure and all will be well 
The founder of this hospital has hon- 
ored himself by making such a grand 
monument to his and his wife's par- 
enta. Good deeds are memorial. Long 
after his name as Congressman òr a 
business man and allthe other things 
done and other honors received have 
faded from the memory of mankind 
his name asthe giver of this grand 
work will be praised by the afflicted 
who will find rest between its doors. 
The three greatest things in the world 
are faith, hope and charity, but the 
greatest of these is charity. If all 
jealousy and selfishness were banished 
from thia life, we should get a taste of 
heaven on earth.

The gift was formally accepted by H. 
L. D. Stanford, of Princess Anne, who 
in a pleasing way expressed the grati- 
tude of the trustees of the Peninsula 
General Hospital for the munificenco 
of Mr. Jackson. 

Effective addresse; were also made 
by Dr. Joseph Hearn, of Philadelphia, 
and Mr. Guy L. Hunner and Dr. H. 
O. Reik, of Baltimore. These gen- 
tlemen of the profession; who are 
membtors of the visiting medical staff 
gave lots of valuable advice in the 
management of the hospital and the 
good it can accomplish. Judge Henry 
Page followed in an entertaining way 
and told of his interest in the institu- 
tion, and spoke of Dr. George W. Todd 
as being the founder of the idea of a 
hospital in Salisbury. Rev. T. E. 
Martindale, a former pastor of Salis- 
bury, paid tribute to the generosity 
and munificence of the donator in 
many other ways than the erection of 
this hospital. Rev. C. A. Hill closed 
the talking with a short speech, after 
which Rev. S. W. Reigart, D. D., 
pronounced the benediction. 

The invited guests were then asked 
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to the hospital, where the building |’ 


Was inspected and luncheon was served 
by caterer Phillips, host of the Penin- 
sula. Through the courtesy of the 
superintendents of the railroad com- 
panies, „complimentary transportation 
was futnished to the visitors. 


Points About New Hospital. 


The new Hospital is located on the 
west side of Division street, in that 
part of the city known as South Salis- 
bury, and is only a few minutes walk 
from the business section. Thesite is 
elevated and commands a fine view of 
Lake Humphreys and the Wicomico 
river. No prettier location could havo 
been selected for it. 

The new building, one of the finest 
hospital buildings in the State, has 
been erected at a cost of $50,000 by the 
Hon. William H Jackson. The build- 
ing is of brick, stone and iron, after 
plans drawn by Architect Jackson 
Gott, of Baltimore. The builder was 
Mr. Thos. H. Mitchell, of Salisbury. 

The building is four stories high, 
with basement and sub-basement. The 
front is 35x46 feet, with two wings 
each 26x38 feet, with porches in the 
angles. The facing brick is mottled, 
21% x2 inches, made expressly for this 
building by the Salisbury Brick Com- 
pany, red sand stone and granite 
trimmings. Tho architecture is very 
imposing. The basement contains a 
beautiful little chapel for services each 
Sunday; an embalming and autopsy 
morgue; staff dining room, general 
kitchen and laundry. In the sub- 
basement is located the steam eating 
plants. Electric lights and wafer will 
be fnrnished from Jackson Brothers“ 
mill, where extra engines have been 
installed for these purposes: 

Thero is on the first floor a spacious 
waiting room, physicians’ and nurses’ 
rooms, two bath and four toilet rooms. 
There are on this floor two wards, each 
containing eight beds, and a large dis- 
pensary. Each ward and room has 
special arrangements for ventilation. 

The second floor contains four pri- 
vate rooms, elegantly fitted up, with 
bath, etc., for private patients; two 
public wards of cight beds each, three 
bath and toilet rooms; linen rooms, 
clothes closets, diet kitghen and 
purses’ room. 

On the third floor there are four 
private rooms, operating room, diet 
kitchen, linen and toilet rooms. The 
fourth floor contains six bed rooms. 

The building ia equipped with a 
swift passengor elevator, running from 
basement to fourth floor, operated hy 
electricity. The roof is covered with 
fox red glazed Roman tile, with gal- 
vanized iron cornices. The inside fin- 
ish is yollow pine, hard oiled and 
waxed floors. 

The chapel has liandsome leaded 
glass windows and will be provided 
with an organ. In the vestibule and 
operating room tile has been used for 
the floor, as also in the toilet rooms. 
Tile wainscoating has been used in 
finishing the bath rooms. The finish 
in tho corridors is in Keroo's white 
cement, 

Tho building lina been constructed 
along tho lines of scientific sanitation, 
and is as finely equipped as any hos- 
pital inthe State of Maryland. It 
stands as a monument to the, generos- 
ity of Mr. Jackson. 

Not only has Congressman Jackson 
shown princely liberality in provid- 
ing Salisbury with this splendid build- 
ing, but his son, President William 
P. Jackson, Jof the Board of Directors, 
has furnished the building at a oost of 
over four thousand dollars. Treasurer 
W. B. Miller, of the Board, aléo gen- 
erously donated a handsome arbatai 
to the Institution af an exp F 
hundred dollars.: Mre.

It is estimated that fully 40 lives 
were lost and 30 persons were injured.

When 
approaching Laurl Run, over a partic- 
ularly fine piece of roadbed, it was 
running at high speed.

Is due In the first place to the cost of 
living. Young officers need more cioth- 
ing and more extensive equipment than | 
was formerly the case. lu addition, | 
the habit has become general of par- 
tieipating in expensive banquets, which, 
with the high priced wines consumed, | 
nre most demoralizing. 

Another reason for the scarcity is to | 
be found in the decline of nggiculture, | 
through which the sons of landowpers | 
who formerly became officers have to 
seck n more remunerative profession. 

The present pension system, too, has 
the effect of placing officers at a disad- 
vantage. After serving twenty years 
and having become colonels they are | 
retired, because in the higher positions 
fewer officers are needed. The mini- 
mum sum of the pensions as at present 
arranged is so low that an officer of 
the rank of colonel, after being retired,

THE HAT IN MEXICO. 


sr Ten Now When By Offictals in- 
stead of sombreros. 

Among all well bred people great at- 
tention is puid to the but of the mascu- 
line visitor. That emblem of grandec- 
ship, us Richard Ford enlled it, is taken 
at once and carefully placed on u chair 
quite as if It were a person. It must 
be trented with respect. & table Is 
also n proper place for It. but a chair is 
better. 

Especially is the top hat distiigulsh- 
It implies that the 
wearer is a real senor, a true caballero, 
and it Is honored with careful treat- 
ment. See that it la allowed to repose 
on a chuir safe from casual kmocks or 
jars. In common parlance, the top hat 
Is “una chistera,” a facetious word, 
and, speaking seriously, it is “un som- 
brero de copa.” or “de copa alta.” It is 
an emblem of social rank, and lawyers 
often wear it from morning till night. 

The sombrero de pajn, or straw hat, 
may be of many degrees of fineness. 
Sometimes it bas a gold or silver cord 
and ls worn by well to do rancheros or 
great haclendados on proper occasions. 
Women on horseback in the country 
and formerly in the city wore hand- 
some sombreros. The sombrero of felt, 
with its ornaments, may cost anywhere 
from $10 to $1,000. It Is the gala bat 
for horseback on days of flestas and In 
the country regions Is affected by the 
Prosperous, Remember that the hat In 
any form is something to respect. It 
is taken off as a sign of regard and 
deference or of mere courtesy. 

The sombrero calanes is the Amer- 
ican hat of low crown and broad brim, 
the hat of the bullfighter on the street, 
where he receives the homage of the 
admiring popnlace, especially of the 
small boy. It has Its epochs of coming 
Into quite general use and js far more 
picturesque than the stald and prim 
derby. The latter hat ls much affected 
by the city youth of Mexico, but it 18 
foreign, allen and an exotic. It 18 
ridiculous when worn on horseback un- 
der the ardent sun of Mexico or Anda- 
tusia. 

In old times Mexicans as well as 
Spaniards of social rank wore the 
cocked hat immortalized in Alarcon's 
story of the “Sombrero de Tre’ Picos.” 
The three cornered hat, properly speak- 
ing, affected by people in times ngone 
was called the “sombrero de tres can- 
diles.” 

Boys of the lower classes wear cheap 
straw sombreros to school, and the 
marvel is that they ever distinguish 
them, for they are nas much alike ns 
peas in a pod. 

But to return to our muttons, so to 
say—the hat ns a symbol of grandee- 
ship. It ls nowadays the tall hat, the 
“topper,” the silk bat, stoveplpe, or 
what youswill. “Gobernadores” wear 
it, senators and deputies and lawyers, 
of course, though lu Mexican cities the 
younger lawyers affect jaunty straw 
hata In warm wenther and often der- 
bys. ; 

The grandees of the first class of 
Spain have the privilege of remain'ng 
covered In the presence of thelr suv- 
ereign, and the other dax the young 
King Alfonso, receiving a party of no- 
blemen of high degree who approach- 
ed him uncovered, sald, after a mo- 
ment, “Cover yourselves, se.ores,” 
which is the anclent etiquette. Thus 
the hat plays in Spanish tradition and 
actual life a ceremonial part differing 
from usage in Anglo-Saxon countries. 


The Creed of the Future, 

The creed of life, if we may so term 
it, will be definite, searching, severe in 
its penalties and as relentless as they 
are in life itself, urgent both on the 
restrictions and the possibilities of life 
and never forgetful of those inspira- 
tions that always come when the full 
meaning and import of life are re- 
vealed. Its sacrifice will be more real 
than that of a vicarious oblation, for it 
will be of self and on the cross of obe- 
dience to truth and duty. There will 
be ho original sin to confuse the mind, 
but enough of one’s own to be kept

CARE OF LACES, 


tf You Have Dainty Laces, Note 
This. 


To clean laces that are only slightly 
#olled rub well in cornmeal, magnesia 
or co rch, allowing the lace to re- 
main over night in the meal or pow- 
der. Next morning brush carefully 
with a clean brush. ‘ 

For lace badly discolored by per- 
ppiration, soak for ten minutes in a 
suds made with castile soap and 
while still dripping with this put it in 
strong sunlight) When dry return to 
the soap solution, repeating the soak- 
ing and drying process till the color-is 
restored. 

For lace washing in general im- 
merse the lace ln water made soapy 
with white castile soap. Shake up and 
down, changing the water until It 
shows no discoloration. : 

Press the lace gently between the 
hands and rinse in several clean tepid 
waters, putting in the last water 
enough sugar to make it feel aticky. 

White lace that has become yellow 
may be whitened by first sewing it on 
flannel and soaking it in a solution of 
milk and borax for half an hour, and 
then by bleaching it in the sun. 

Fine lace should be very carefully 
and painstakingly pinned on flannel to 
dry. Cover a board for the purpose 
with at least two thicknesses of flan- 
nel, and keep small, slender pins of 
good quality for this use. 

In pinning a lace handkerchief on 
the board begin with the centre, pull 
ing it carefully Into shape, with the 
threads in the centre parallel so that 
it will not be twisted when dry.

TALMAG 
SERMON 


By Rev. 
FRANK DE WITT TALMAGE, D.D., 


Pastor of Jefferson Park Presby- 
terian Church, Chicago 


| Chicago, Dec. 27.—In this sermon, on 
the last Sabbath of the dying year, the 
preacher sounds a loud call for re- 
pentance uf past sins and a resolution 
with divine help to begin a new life 
in Christ with the coming rear. The 
text is Luke xii, 5, “Except y- repent. 
ye shall all likewise perish.” 

Great accidents generally have their 
two classes of heroes. The oue class is 
composed of dying heroes. the other of 
living heroes. When, a few weeks ago, 
a conl train crashed into the Big Four 
special which was carrying a thousand 
college students and their friends to 
Ind!nnapolis to play for the state foot- 
ball champlonship the young men who 
were unhurt pulled and tugged at the 
derailed cars. They lifted up the man- 
gled bodies of the dying, and they col- 
lected the mutilated remains of the 
dead. Young girls who in ordinary life 
would have screamed at the sight of a 
mouse or fainted at a vaccination in 
that awful crisis tore up their garments 
for bandages and bathed the white 
foreheads of their young friends who 
were about to pass away. On the other 
band, those who were being aided were 
Just as self sacrificing as those who 
were trying to allevinte physical suffer- 
Ings and minister to spiritual wants. 
An nequaintance of mine arrived at 
that scene of horror only a short time 
after the tragedy occurred. He per- 
sonally told me of the nobility of some 
of those maimé@d and dying heroes. 
One young man had crawled out of the 
wreck nud was seated upon the ground 
with his thumb tightly pressed against | 
an artery. His foot had been complete- 
ly amputated by the wreck. When the 
doctor found him, he turned with a 
brave smile and said: “Never mind me, | 
doctor. Lam all right for the present. | 
Go and help those poor fellows down | 
there. They need you more than 1. 
Dying athletes thought not of them- | 
selves. While tossing about in mortal 
agony they begged their friends not to 
let their fathers and mothers and sis- 
ters and brothers and sweethearts know 
how “Badly they were hurt: ~ — 

A Practical Theme. j 

We shudder at the details of these 
sudden and appalling calamities. It 
sbocks us to think of strong men and 
delicate women, bright and gay and 
with apparently many years of happy 
life before them, being overwhelmed 
and crushed in one short hour by some 
terrific disaster. Yes, it is horrible. 
But, while we deplore and sympathize, 
let us not forget the lesson that Christ 
would have us learn from such catas- 
trophes. To those who told him of a 
great and sudden sacrifice of life be 
said, “Ye, too, shall likewise p erish un- 
less you repent.” He did nat mean that 
their earthly lives would necessarily 
have a similar end, but that without 
repenting a doom beyond the grave as 
appalling as that they had described 
awaited them. The greatest railroad 
accident that ever took place, as when 
the Edinburgh express went down 
through the broken trestles of the Tay 
bridge; the greatest tidal wave tragedy, 
as when Galveston submerged; 
the greatest volcanie horror. as when | 
Vesuvius emptied itself, and the two

Rome's aristocracy 
in one night were buried in their grave 
of ashes; the most awful of tires, as 
When Chen zo Was burned; the most 
bitter of turderous persecutions, as 
when Pilate slew the flowers of Ju- 
das of Galilee, urorubt u be compared 
to the horror of that day when sinners 
who bave net repented of and turned 
from their sins shall hear thelr doom 
pronounced by a righteous God. Listen | 
to the words of Jesus: "Suppose ye that 
these Galilewnus were sinners above all 
Galileans because they suffered those 
things? 1 tell ye nay, but except ye re- 
pent ye shall all likewlse perish.” Ite— 
pentiunee of sin is our subject. Repent- 
ance of sin is an linperative command. 
Could we bave a greater and a more 
practical theme to preach upon for the 
last sermon of the dying year of 19037

It menns that heaven is | 
not an outhouse of a Dante's Inferno. | 
The paradise lost which Milton de- 
seribed enn never become paradise re- | 
sin. It means that the sinner has no 
ground for expecting henven at the 
end of his course unless, through the 
power of Christ, he has renounced his 
sin. Elther the repentant signer, with 
wide open eyes. is walking directly to- 
ward the cross or else he is walking 
directly away from It. 
What says Paul in reference to this 
renunclation of sin’ To the church 
of Corinth he wrote practienlly these 
words: “There nre two groups of peo- 
ple—group the first, those that are fol- 
| lowers of the world; group the second, 
those that are followers of Jesus. 1“ 
you would be a follower of Jesus you 
must leave the group of the world and 
seek the group of Christ.“ These are 
his exact words: "Wherefore come ye 
our from among thom, and be ye sepp- 
rate, salth the Lord, and touch pot the 
unclean thing, and | will receive you 
and will be a Father unto you, and ye 
shall be my sons und daughters, salth 
the Lord God Almighty.”

Are you and 1 
ready now to promise God that, with 
the help of the Holy Spirit, we will 
throttle our secret sins, even as the na- 
tives of India in bands go forth to de- 
stroy the man eating prowler of the 
dark jungle? 

The Curse of Sin. 

And why should we not one and all 
be ready to turn our, backs upon and 
renounce sin? In all the history of our 
lives Is there one instance of ylelding 
to sin In which sin has not proved it- 
self our enemy? As a loathsome can- 
cer has it not been eating at the vitals 
of our hearts? It bas steadily been de- 
vouring our manhood and self respect. 
Many years ago as a Pittsburg pastor 
L was calling upon an old woman who 
was In the Inst stages of cancer. It was 
my last visit. It was made the night 
she died. When about to enter the sick- 
room I had to pass through another 
room, where lay sleeping a little blue 
eyed child only a few hours old. In the 
one room was a newborn babe; in the 
other an old. shriveled up. horribly dis- 
figured woman of threescore and ten. 
The birth angel and the death angel 
that night seemed to lock wings over 
the grandmothers and the grandchbild’s 
home. But, as I stood under tbose lock- 
ed wings, I seemed to feel that the 
child und the otd woman were one. 1 
feel that the physical 
change from the bloom of health to the 
decay of death was symbolic of the 
spiritual change which was wrought 
by the cancer of sin, Why should we 
not be ready to renounce our sins and 
turn to Christ? Has not sin always 
been n curse and an enemy? Uns nat 
sin destroyed the best part of our lives? | 

Standing between the open grave of | 
the dying yenr and the cradle of the 
year about to be born, my text is espe- 
cially appropriate. Why? Though God 
offers pardon and peace for repentance 
of all past sins, he does not offer par- 
don for one sin that we intend to com- 
mit in the future. One drop of Christ's 
blood is sufficient to undermine and 
sweep away tie mountain ranges of 
past evil. But to the man who is cher- 
ishing his sin, who will not break with 
it, who will not give it up. there is no 
promise. Pardon for the past Is of no 
avail to a man who loves bis sin and 
will accumulate a new load next year, 
next month or next week, though that 
sin be as small ns a grain of sand by 
the seashore. as small as a microbe 
which can only be seen under the mag- 
Hifsthg ines in the- hlotogtist's in born 
torx. : 

No Man (an Serve Two Masters, 

Many people mistakingly suppose 
that God's pardon applies to future as 
well as-to-past-sins, They think it ap- 
plies to those sins which we Intend to 
commit as well as to those sins of 
which we are already guilty. In the 
far cast the Mobammedans suppose 
that earth and heaven are separated 
by a great chasm. Over this fathomless 
chasm are stretched many bridges, each 
the breadth of a bair lu thickness. 
Over these infinitesimal bridges the Im- 
mortal souls must pass from earth to 
heaven while glowing, hissing, burst- 
ing flames leaping up from the bottom- 
leas pit beneath scorch their feet and 
try to drag them down. So some peo- 
ple of Christian America foolishly 
think they can reach heaven, though 
they are deliberately and intentionally 
walking. as the Mohammedans Imagine 
themselves doing, over the hot fires of 
evil. They believe God will pardon 
those sins which we intend to commit 
in the future ns well as those sins 
which are niready recorded against us 
upon the black pages of the past. 

Abraham Lincoln's war cry against 
slavery was thia: “A house divided 
against Itself cannot stand. This coun- 
try must become all sluve or all free.” 
In the suine way, man cannot have two 
masters. Elther he will hate the one 
and love the other, or else he will hold 
to the one nud despise the other.“ Yet 
there have been thousands upon thou- 
sands of Immortals who bave been eter- 
nally destroyed because they thought 
they could serve God and Satan at the 
kame time. In my father's congrega- 
tlon at Syracuse was a magnificent 
man. He was a regular attendant 
upon the divine services, but he would 
not publicly profess Christ and join 
the church. One day my father was 
pleading with him to become a Chris- 
The man turned and said: “Dr. 
have long studied over 
what you say. I know I ought to be- 
come a Christian, I will do so, but not 
now. l have Just been elected to the 
legislature. I do not belleve a man can 
be a good politician and a good Chris- 
tian at the same time, I will be a 
good politician for two years, and then 
I will become n good Christian.” From 
that moment the spirit of God ceased 
to plead with him. Pardon for past 
sins, but not until we resolve nagalnst 
future sins. That mun Immediately 
became ¢ changed man. He went to 
Albany. Ne drifted away from the old 
landmark» of the Bible. He drifted 
first Into Universalism, then Into ag- 
He dled 
a blaspheming, cursing, lost soul! 

DiMculty of Undoing Wrong. 

Purdon for the past sing. No pardon 
is promised for the future sins which 
we deliberately intend to commit. Mr. 
Moody, I think it was, gave this as his 
testimony: For many weeks and months 
he had been laboring with a buainess 
friend to give his heart to God, This 
man at last sald: “Moody, I will do as 
you, unk, but upon one condition. It 
has always been my ambition from a 
boy to-be worth $100,000. I see that 
my wealth is rapidly nearing that 
mark. When I bave that much in the 
bank, I shall then become a Christian 
and be a truo, practical Christian as 
well ns a professing one.” From that 
moment the man's eternal destiny was 
sealed. His heart became hardened. 
He did reach his §100,000 milestone 
along the pathway of wealth, but he 
never reached the foot of the cross. 
Pardon for sins of 1903. Yes. But God 
offers no assurance of pardon for those 
sins which we deliberately mean to 
commit in 1004,

God forgives those who truly repent, 
byt the work of restitution or of atone- 
ment to our brother man who has suf- 
fered in body or soul by our wrongdo- 
ing ‘belongs to us, and we know ‘not 
how soon the opportunity of doing tha 
Work may pass away. — 

Sometimes it is not possible for us to 
undo the wrongs of the past. Mr. 
Beecher In one of his sermons related 
an ificident illustrative of this impos- 
sibility. While he was living in In- 
dlanapolls a young man was enticed 
into a gambling den and there drugged 
and cheated out of all his money, some 
$1,500, This callow youth begged the 
robbers to give him back at least 
enough to pay his car fare home. They 
not only refused, but kicked him out 
into the street. Under thelr brutal 
treatment the young man was driven 
to commit suicide: The owner of that 
gambling den afterward repented of 
hia share of the crime. “But,” sald Mr. 
Beecher, “all bis repentance could not 
restore his victim's life and could not 
undo the wrongs of the past.” In our 
lives there are thousands of wrongs we 
un ve done to others which we can nev- 
er undo, Perhaps by some sinful Invi- 
tation which we gave or by some evil 
example which we have paraded in our 
past life we have been the means of 
starting some young man, some young 


| woman, on n life of erime and have 


started them en a journey which ended 
inen drunsari's or n snieide's grave. 
AN tke vain regrets of n jealously 
madden Othello could not bring back 
to te his murdered bride. When the 
fiendish work of the brutal Ingo was 
once done. it was done forever. 

Restitution For Past Mindeeds. 
But though we may be unable to un- 

do all wrongs we have done our neigh- 
bors we cean make restitution for many 
of our past misceeds, and one of the 
chief manifestations of true repentance 
is the expressed desire and willingness 
to personally atone, as far as lies with- 
in our power. for past faults. The 
widow of the famous artist John Opie 
onee sald: “L never saw my husband 
katistied with any of his productions. 
Often, very often, have 1 seen him eu- 
ter my room and throw himself in an 
agouy of dexpondency on the sofa and 
exclaim. I never, never can be a paint- 
eras long as I live!" “It was n noble 
despair, such as is never felt by the 
self complacent daubers of signboards,” 
commented Charles H. Spurgeon, “Tt 
was n nobile despair, which bore the 
aspirant up to one of the highest niches 
in the artistic annals of his country.” 
The truly repentant sinner, too, has a 
noble despair in his restless and un- 
satisfied desire to make restitution for 
all the evil he has done... This desire 
will goad him on and on as long as he 
lives. Therefore, my brother. if you 
have a long and evil pnat, so fur as 
possible you should lose no time in be- 
ginning the long and difficult task of 
trying to undo the wrongs you have 
done. One of the self evident proofs, 
patent to all, that Zaccheus was truly 
converted was the blunt statement he 
made to the Master when be said, De- 
hold, Lord, the half of my goods I give 
to the poor, and If I have taken nny- 
waing from any man by false naccusa. 
tion I restore to him fourfold.” Then 
Jesus rald unto him, “This day is sal- 
vation come to this house.” 

True repentance can never take 
place without belng accompanied by a 
holy longing to make restitution for an 
evil past. Then, my brother, you had 
better manke haste to repent. There 
are many evil words you have spoken 
which you should try to recall. There 
are many bad influences you have ex- 
erted over your companions. There 
are many, very many. sins which you 
have committed ln your homes the ef- 
fee's of which you should try to gradi- 
cate from the minds and hearts of your 
children. “Repent! Repent! Repent 
ye of sin!’ Repent, so that you may be 
able, Ike Zaccheus, to return fourfold 
to those whom you have wronged. 
Restitution must go hand in hand with 
repentance. 

Reason For Repentance, 

There is still nnother reason for deep 
repentance of sin. The greater our 
self abnegation the more glorious will 
appear to us the forgiveness of God. 
The more we stand afar off and beat 
our breasts and, like the poor publican, 
say, “God be merciful to me, a sinner,” 
the more joyous will be the Saviour's 
words which will welcome us into our 
Father’a house when he says, “Son, 
daughter, thy sins are forgiven thee; 
go lu peace.” Then the burden of the 
cross will not be a burden, as you and 
I may have onticipated. It will be 
such a burden as Rutherford, the evan- 
gelist, described it when he sald; “The 
burden of the cross is the sweetest bur- 
den I ever bore. It la such a burden as 
wings are to a bird or salla are to n 
ship, to carry me forward to the har- 
bor of peace.” 

Deep repentance for sin naturally 
implies a corresponding gratitude to- 
ward Christ, who has redeemed us 
from the evil results of sin. The great- 
er the danger the greater the love we 
have for our rescuer. I was never 
more impressed with this truth than 
last year, when the Chicago presbytery 
banqueted its most honored member, 
Rev. Herrick Johnson, D. D.. on his 
seventieth birthesy. Without doubt 
Dr. Jobnson la one of our most intu- 
ential living ministers of the Presbyte- 
rian church. Ile is not only a great 
ecclesiastical statesman and famous 
professor, but he has bound to ulm 
with golden cords of love all who know 
him and who have lived close to him, 
After the different Chicago ministers 
had spoken and expressed thelr deep 
respect for thelr honored guest Dr. 
Johnson rose to reply. With a sweet, 
gentle spirit looking out of his loving 
eyes, he sald: “Brethren, I am over- 
whelmed with this overpowering mani- 
festation of your love. I have done 
nothing to merit all this.” Then, with 
a quavering voice, he gratefully lald 
all the happy results of bis life's work 
at the fect of his Saviour when In a 
simple, childlike way he repeated these 
trustful words: 

I am a poor sinnor and nothing at all, 

But Jesus Christ Je my all in all. 

Ah, yes, such loving yearning, such 
tender turning with joyful and grate- 
ful face to a divine Saviour, are the im- 
mediate results of true repentance. The 
darker the clouds that hang over Mount 
Binal the more rapturous the emptied 
sepulcher on Easter morn. The more 
awful the hurricane which tosses us 
about upon the sea of sin the more 
beautiful becomes the Bethlehem star,

and into the harbor where the rescued,

The Way of Salvation. 

Still another reason for immediate 
repentance: The mute appeal of thou- 
sands upon thousands of immortals 
heading toward destruction who may 
be saved if we will only point them to 
the way. The moment a repentant sin- 
ner is snatched from eternal death that 
moment he longs to rescue others 
threatened with the same danger. Some 
years ago In the far west a young girl 
was trudging through the dark, stormy 
night to her home. She had to pass 
over a bridge which spanned a wide 
river. As she cume to the abutment 
suddenly by a flash of lightning she 
saw that the bridge was down. Hor- 
ror, with clammy, cold fingers, clutched 
at her heart. She realized that within 
a few minutes the fast mall would be 
coming along the ruck which led to- 
ward the bridge, a part of which was 
now down, Saved herself, she imme- 
diately wanted to save others. She 
turned und with mad terror ran up the 
track. She took off ber skirt ns she saw 
the locomotive coming and stood there 
upon the track, waving It as a signal 
of distress. The engineer reversed the 
engine; the brakes ground bard upon 
the wheels; slowly, very slowly. the 
train came to a balt upon the brink that 
overlooked certain death. This is the 
story, the true story, of repentance and 
gratitude in a nutshell, As soon as a 
sinner is saved from eternal death, like 
the young girl from the far west he 
will try to save others from the same 
destruction. And, oh, my friends, how 
many sinners there are who may be 
saved if by the grace of God we will 
go forth to save them! But mark this— 
the unrepentant cannot rescue the un- 
repentant. The blind cannot lead the 
blind or they will both stumble Into 
the ditch and be lost. 

But while I have been talking relent- 
less time has been pushing the minute 
hand around the face of the clock. Like 
one who waits for dissolution, the year 
1903 js ready for the messenger to lead 
it forth to sleep in the graveynrd of 
the other dead years. If we are to fe- 
pent In 1903, we must do so soon, we 
must do it now! The messenger is 
knocking at the door. Goodby, old 
year! Goodby! Thou hast been a good 
friend to most of us. Goodby! When 
we meet thee before the Judgment sent 
of Christ, may we hear thee testify 
that thou didst see the tear of peni- 
tence upon our cheek and that thou 
didst hear us say to our Henvenly 
King. “Father, take me as 1 am.” 
Goodby, old year 1903! Goodby! Good- 
by! Yes. the year 1903 is almost gone 
forever.

English Town Where Hie Forebeare 
Lived. 


It is not generally known in the 
States that the little village of Ecton, 
in Northamptonshire, five miles east 
of the county town, was the home for 
all time, as ordinarily calculated, of 
the Franklin family, till about the 
period at which the father of the cele- 
brated Benjamin crossed the Atlantic. 
This perhaps puts the matter some 
what inadequately, seeing that the 
bones of generations of Franklins lie 
under the shadow of the thirteenth 
century church which is no discredit 
to the county that, above all ethers 
in England, is conspicuous fot its an- 
cient churches. 

A couple of inscribed tombstones of 
dete of 1702 commem e the las: of 
th) Franklins who lived in Ecton; 
naikely, the uncle and aunt of Benja- 
mir. The names of the family from 
that date back to the beginning of the 
registers, 1549, are continually on its 
pages. The family were small free- 
holders, of the yeoman class, owning 
a house in the village and about thirty 
acres of land, to the cultivation of 
which they added various trades, that 
of blacksmith being the one we hear 
most of. 

The homestead was gone, but the 
house erected on its site, in 1757, re- 
mains and is now the village store, 
Here Benjamin Franklin's fath was 
born, but, owing probably to religious 
differences with his family, who were 
strong Church people, he removed to 
Banbury, whence he eventually emi- 
grated to America. A brother, Thomas 
Franklin, whose tombstone is kept in 
good order for the benefit of the very 
few Americans who chance to visit 
Beton, rose higher in the world than 
any of his forbears, and became & 
lawyer. He left only a daughter be- 
hind him and on her marriage to a 
Mr. Fisher, in another part of the 
county, the little freehold was sold 
and the Franklins vanished from Ec 
ton. 

Eight times a day, however, we are 
still reminded of the family, after a 
fashion quite unique in English coun- 
ty villages. For Tom Franklin, the 
above-named lawyer, uncle of Benja- 
min and last of the name, evidently a 
stirring and active person, collected 
a subscription for a new chime of 
bells to be hung in the old church 
tower, which, in addition to the usual 
function of church bells, are set for 
a carillon, and for the last 200 years, 
at stated hours night and day play the 
time honored but now forgotten tune, 
“Britons, . Strike Home,“ a favorite, 
no doubt, of the Ecton Franklins. 

And now for the practical value of 
this letter. Ecton Church is In dan- 
ger of collapse. Restoration, not for 
fancy or decorative purposes merely, 
but for the saving of the edifice, has 
been pronounced by an experienced 
architect to be necessary. The parish 
is a purely agricultural one, consisting 
of 500 souls, including the rector, 
squire, the writer, seven or eight farm- 
ers and the rest all laboring men or 
servants. 

I might also remark that Ecton 
Church, with its surroundings, its 
Queen Anne rectory, its hall and beau- 
tifully timbered precincts and quaint, 
old-fashioned village, Is one of the 
most picturesque nooks of its kind In 
the midland counties, and, curiously 
enough, is only twelve miles from the 
home of the Washingtons at Brington.

JACKSON MEMORIAL HOSPITAL FORMALLY PRESENTED} | 


To Directors With Elaborate Presentation Exercises, On Wednesday. Many Eminent 


Charges Fraud- Except-ta- Wicomico County, And. Claims Over 1600 
Smith Votes. Says Voters Were Confused] And Assails 
Constitutionality Of The Law. 


Congressman William H. Jackson, 
by his attorney, Mr. John O. Rose, 
has served formal notice upon Mr. 
Thoma; A. Smith, who was returned 
elected from the First Congressional 
district at last November election, that 
he intends to contest Mr. Smith's seat 
in Congress, Mr. Rose raid this 
morning that after 30 days Mr. Jackson 
would, under the law, be entitled to 
take testimony for 40 days before a 
notary public or justice of the peace 
in support of his charges and that Mr. 
Smith would then be given 40 days in 
which to take testimony in the same 
manner for his aide. Ten days of evi- 
dence in rebuttal will then be allowed 
Mr. Jackson and when this mass of 
evidence has been printed together 
with all the records in the case, it will 
be sent before the House of Represen- 
tatives for action by that body. 


, Serves Notice On Smith. 


The formal notification was sent to 
Mr. Smith by Mr. Jackson yesterday. 
It is dated at Salisbury, Wicomico 
county, December 27, and begins ug 
follows. 

Hon. Thomas A. Smith; 

You are hereby notified that I shall 
contest your right to occupy a seat in 
the House of Representatives of the 
United States as the Representative of 
the First Congressional district of the 
State of Maryland in the Fifty-ninth 
Congress. 

Mr. Jackson then admits that the 
Board of Canvassers accurately com- 
puted from the certificates of the vari- 
ous boards of county canvassers the 
number of votes for each candidate ap- 
pearing on the certificates, but denies 
that Mr. Smith was legally elected. 


Assails Constitutlonality Of Law. 


He goes over the election law passed 
at the extra session in detail, declar- 
ing that it was passed for the avowed 
purpose of disfranchising voters of the 
Republican party who were constitu- 
tionally qualified to vote, and says 
that he will contend that the extra 
session election law and the act of 1904 
amending that law are both unconsti- 
tutional in that they are contrary to 
the provisions of tne State Contsitu 
tion, and says that even if these laws 
are not invalid, the election officials 
who were partisans of Mr. Smith 


abused the powers conferred on them 
with the intent and to the effect of 
unfairly and unlawfully preventing 
the casting or the counting for me the 
ballots of upward of 2000 legally qual- 
ified and registered voters who attend- 
ed the polls to vote for me.“ 
The Charges ‘Summed Up. 

I further charge that in most though 
significantly not in all, the election 
precincta of Somerset county, your 
partisans, constituting the majority of 
the Board of Supervisora of Elections, 
furnished official ballot; ro folded as 
to constitute a fraud upon tho voters. 

In each of the several election dis- 
tricts and precincts below set forth 
ballots were counted and returned as 
votes for you, which— 

(a) Had upon them marks which 
under the law of Maryland inva‘ idate 
such ballots and made it unlawful to 
count them, or 

(b) Were not folded by the voter 
when returned by him to the Judge of 
Election in the same manner as they 
were folded when delivered to the vo- 
ter, or 

(c) Were delivered by the voter to 
the Judge of Election deceitfally fold- 
ed, or 

(d) Were not marked as votes for 
you, or 

(e) Which were never cast for you, 
but which were counted and tallied 
for you by mistake or fraud of the 
Judges or Clerks of Election, and I al- 
lege that the number of votes improp- 
erly and unlawfully connted and re- 
turned for you in the election precincts 
and districts below specified are the 
numbers below written opposite each 
of suid election precincts and districts, 
respectively, and I ask that such votes 
be deducted from the total votes re- 
turned for you.

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Physicians, From The Cities And The Peninsula Attend, To Witness The 
Launching Of Salisbury’s New Year’s Gift. Out Of Town 
Visitors. Description Of Hospital. r 


The presentation exercises of the! 


Jackson Memorial Hospital Building 
to the Board of Directors of tho Pen- 
insula General Hospital were held in’ 
Ulman's Opera House Wednesday after 
noon in the presence of a large num- 
ber of Salisburians and out of town 
guests Many doctors and other citi- 
zens from all parts of the Peninsula 
were present, 

Tho meeting was called to order by 
Mr. William P. Jackson, president of 
the Board of Directors of the Hospital, 
who introduced the speakers. The ser- 
vices were opened with music by the 
combined choirs of the churches of the 
city. Three beautiful anthems were 
rendered by the choir during the exer- 
cises. Rev. Charles A. Hill, D. D., 
led in prayer, in which he invoked the 
blessing of the Almighty upon the no- 
ble institution. 


Speech Of The Donor. 


Immediately after the invocation, 
Mr. William H. Jackson was intro- 
duced to the audience. His speech, 
which was a model for modesty and 
briefness, was as follows: 

Ladies and Gentlemen; You all 
know I am no speaker but I just want- 
ed to say afew words to you. For 
many years I have cherished in my 
heart the purpose to do something for 
the people among whom I was born, 
with whom I have lived and among 
whom I expect to die. 

My first thought was to build a 
home for the poor and infirm of Wicom- 
ico county, and I had. so provided in 
my will, but in the course of time that 
purpose was modified. The Peninsula 
General Hospital was started in our 
midst and as-I closely and carefully 
watched its work, I became convinced 
that no institution could be more use- 
ful to our people. 

lts great need was a building suit- 
ed to the purpose of a hospital, and-to 
erect such a building has been n great 
and unalloyed pleasure to me. In this 
work I have not been influenced by 
any purpose of advance, racial, denom- 
inational or political interests, but to 
the best of my ability I have kept in 
mind the high plane of conduct indi- 
cated by Him who said, I was sick and 
ye visited me, and in as much as ye 
have done it unto one of the least of 
these, my brethern, yo have done it 
unto me.“ 

Upon the completion of this talk 
Mr. Jackeon was roundly applauded. 


Other Speakers. 


William T. Warburton, of Elkton, 
was the principal speaker of the oc- 
casion, and in a magnificent speech, 
such as has been rarely heard in Salis- 
bury, on behalf of Mr. Jackson, 
presented the building to the trustees 
of the Hospital. Mr. Warburton's ad- 
dress was frequently punctuated by 
applause, aud a number of times his 
words of praise and tendar apprecia- 
tion of the princely gift brought tears 
to the eyes of his listeners. He spoke 
of Mr. Jackson as a distinguished 
sincere, sympathetic, philanthropist. 
Said he, It has been said that wealth 
quenched Philanthropy. I contend 
that this is not so. Wealth does not 
extinguish the finer sympathies of our 
nature. The magnificent gifts of mil- 
lionairs in all parts of our country to 
the different benevolences prove this. 
The greatest happiness in this life lies 
in duty being well and faithfally done. 
We are not all capable and we are not 
all willing if wo were capable of mak- 
ing such a magnificent gift as this to 
the poor and sick and maimed. But 
it is tho privilege of all to rejoice at 
the influence which caused your distin- 
guished citizen ro erect such a noble 
Work. 

Mr. Warburton said that Mr. Jack- 
son had erected the Hospital in mem 
ory of his and his wife's parents. 
Then the speaker paid a grand tribute 
to woman. Honor thy father and 
thy mother,“ said he, is the Divine 
command. In all agos woman has 
beon the help and inspiration of all 
good works. Sho rules the destiny of 
the nations by her influence at the 
cradle. Women give purity, hope 
and courage to fight the battles of life. 
The home ix the source of hational life. 
Keep it pure and all will be well 
The founder of thia hospital has hon- 
ored- himself by making such a grand 
monument to his and his wife's par- 
enta. Good deeds are memorial, Long 
after his name as Congressman or a 
business man and all the other things 
done and other honors received have 
faded from the memory of mankind 
his name asthe giver of this grand 
work will be praised by the afflicted 
who will find rest between ita doors. 
The three greatest things in the world 
are faith, hope and charity, but the 
greatest of these ia charity. -If all 
jealousy and selfishness were banished 
from this life, we should get a tasto of 
heaven on earth.

L. D. Stanford, of Princess Anne, who 
in a pleasing way expressed the grati- 
tude of the trustees of the Peninsula 
General Hospital for the munificence 
of Mr. Jackson. 

Effectivs addresse3 were also made 
by Dr. Joseph Hearn, of Philadelphia, 
and Mr. Guy L. Hunner and Dr. H. 
O. Reik, of Baltimore. These gen- 
tlemen of the profession, who are 
members of the visiting medical staff 
gave lots of valuable advice in the 
management of the hospital and the 
good it can accomplish. Judge Henry 
Page followed in an entertaining way 
and told of his interest in the institu- 
tion, and spoke of Dr. George W. Todd 
as being the founder of tho idea of a 
hospital in Salisbury. Rev. T. E. 
Martindale, a former pastor of Salis- 
bury, paid tribute to the generosity 
and munificence of the donator in 
many other ways than the erection of 
this hospital. Rev. C. A. Hill closed 
the talking with a short speech, after 
which Rev. S. W. Reigart, D. D., 
pronounced the benediction.

Points About New Hospital. 


The new Hospital is located on the 
west side of Division street, in that 
part of the city known as South Salis- 
bury, and is only a few minutes walk 
from the business section. The site is 
“elevated and commands a fine view of 
Lake Humphreys and the Wicomico 
river. No prettier location could havo 
been selected for it. 

The new building, one of the finest 
hospital buildings in the State, has 
been erected at a cost of $50,000 by the 
Hon. William H Jackson. The build- 
ing is of brick, stone and iron, after 
plans drawn by Architect Jackson 
Gott, of Baltimore. The builder was 
Mr. Thos. H. Mitchell, of Salisbury. 

The building is four stories high, 
with basement and sub-basement. The 
front is 35x46 feet, with two wings 
each 26x38 feet, with porches in the 
angles. The facing brick is mottled, 
21¢x2 inches, made expressly for this 
building by the Salisbury Brick Com- 
pany, red sand stone and granite 
trimmings. Tho architecture is very 
imposing. The basement contains a 
beantiful little chapel for services each 
Sunday; an embalming and autopsy 
morgue; staff dining room, general 
kitchen and laundry. In the sub- 
basement is located the steam ting 
plants. Electric lights and water will 
be fnrnished from Jackson Brothers’ 
mill, where extra engines have been 
installed for these purposes: 

There is on the first floor a spacious 
waiting room, physicians’ and nurses’ 
rooms, two bath and four toilet rooms. 
There are on this floor two wards, each 
containing eight beds, and a large dis- 
pensary. Each ward and room has 
special arrangements for ventilation. 

The second floor contains four pri- 
vate rooms, olegantly fitted up, with 
bath, etc., for private patients; two 
public wards of eight beds each, three 
bath and toilet rooms; linen rooms, 
clothes closets, diet kitchen and 
nurses’ room. $ 

On the third floor there are four 
private rooms, operating room, diet 
kitchen, linen and toilet rooms. The 
fourth floor contains six bed rooma, 

The building is equipped with a 
swift passenger elevator, running from 
basement to fourth floor, operated by 
electricity. The roof is covered with 
fox red glazed Roman tile, with gal. 
vanized fron cornices. The inside fin- 
ish ia yellow pine, hard oiled and 
waxed floors. 

The chapel has handsome leaded 
glasa windows and will be provided 
with an organ. In tho vestibule. and 
operating room tile has been used for 
thé floor, as alao in the toilet rooms. 
Tile wainscoating has been used in 
finishing the bath rooms. The finish 
in tho corridors is in Keroe's white 
cement. 

Tho building has been constructed 
along the lines of scientific sanitation, 
and is as finely equipped as any hos- 
pital in the State of Maryland. It 
stands as a monument to the gencros- 
ity of Mr. Jackson.

guardhouse. The snow deadenci the 
sound of the American advance, 
the careless sentry did—not perceive 
them. No warning was given until the 
lieutenant in command of the guard 
stepped out of the house by chance

The picket rushed out. nud the men 
lined up in the road in front of the 
column, the thick snow preventing 
them from forming n correct idea of 
‘the approaching force.

King and Queen streets run together 
at the east end of the town.

At this juncture mahl re-formed his 
seattered troops in the apple orchard. 
He seems to have had an idea of re 
treatin toward Princeton at first, with 
the two regiments still under his com- 
nd, At any rate he also lost pre- 
ous woments by hesitation, It was 
even then too late to effect a success- 
ful cefreat, for Washington, foreseeing 
the possibility, had promptly sent 
Hand's Pennsylvania riflemen along 
the Pennington road back of the town 
to check any move in that direction. 
As fast as the other brigades of 
Greene's column came up they were 
sent down through the streets of the 
town, until Stirling, in the lead, joined 
Sullivan's men. Rahl's brigade was 
practically surrounded, ghough he did 
not know it.

‘had won his freedom! 

For forty hours now that little band 
of men had marched and fought, and 
when it reached its camp at midnight 
the whole army was exhausted. oat 
only man among them all who pre- | 
served his even calmness and was ap-

200 years ngo, when the daughters of 
the Netherlands welcomed their friends 
to the ancient mansions on the Battery 
of New Amsterdam. Every dining 
room was filled with tempting viands. 
Everywhere on every street went the 
men folks calling, “Happy New Year!" 
Thus in many a troubled home came 
courage and love and faith In God and 
man on account of those friendly New 
Year salutations. 

A New Year's greeting is the sermon 
of this morning. With the same kind- 
ly spirit in which friends used to come 
to my mother’s home and wish ber a 
“Happy New Tear“ and with tender 
reminiscences of the past and cheerful 
wishes for the future make the day, a 
joyous nnd hopeful one, I come to you 
this New Yenr Sabbath day. But in- 
stead of wishing you a “Happy New 
Year" in the brusque, happy-go-lucky 
way in which friend used to salute 
friend upon the street I am going, as 
your pastor, to bave n heart to heart 
talk with you. I am going to have 
you first tell all your troubles and fears, 
and then I shall say: “Friend, for. the 
past twelve months you have been 
looking on the dark side of life. You 
have been indulging too much in 
gloomy anticipations and atxieties. You 
do not seem to be willing to enter the 
battle of 1905 with a brave heart and a 
cheerful countenance. What is the 
matter?“ Then you will point out to 
me all the dark clouds that are hang- 
ing upon the edge of your horizon, and 
you will tell me why this New Years 
day is to you a “blue Sunday.” Then 
I shall try, by the help of God, to scat- 
ter those dark clouds and change your 
new year timiditles of doubt into new 
year certainties of gospel hope. 

Hope For the Discouraged. 

“Why art thou cast down, O my soul, 
and why art thou disquieted within 
met” “First,” you answer, “because I 
have been defeated so often in the 
struggle of life that my backbone is 
gone. I have been like n sén captain 
who bas been wrecked again and 
again until at last he feels that every 
threatening storm means a foundered 
ship. I am like a merchant who has 
been caught in three or four great pan- 
les and ngain and again, through no 
fault of his own, has bad his fortune 
swept away. He is timid about mak- 
Ing a new venture. I am like a mother 
who has buried four or five of ber ba- 
bies and has only one left. Each time 
the baby coughs or catches cold or has 
a fever the mother is ‘almost beside 
herself with fear lest she might lose 
her only remaining child. It is well 
enough for some people with bright 
eyes to anticipate the joys of a coming 
year, But as for ine, I have hag so 
many misfortunes that 1 bave only 
half a beart for my struggle which is 
ahead during the next twelve months.” 

My brother, I am not surprised at 
your timidity, It makes a great deal 
of difference how a man fools around 
machinery if he has lost an arm or a 
leg or a finger, as some have done by 


Doing reckless, It makes n great’ deal 
of difference how one reads the “signs 
of the times“ after he bas had his 
fortune swept away by a destroy- 
ing wind, Some weeks ago in one of 
| wy pastoral culls I saw a beautifully 
pathetic picture entitled “After the 
Tornado.“ The geen was evidently 
placed in one of tie wildernesses of the 
west. A young man in the overalls 
and the wooden shoes of a poor farm» 
er stood upon the edge of a feld, with 
his poor young wife and a couple of 
children clinging to ber poor ress, 
„ yes, out of the sad- 
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and hairdressers of modern times. We ; 
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ing at a magnificent field ot wheat 
that a few days ago was almost ready 
to be harvested. But that wheat by 
storm was battered down and trush 
| into all sorts of shapes, like the waves 
of the sea tumbling dpon the beach. 
They were looking at the wreck of a 
whole year of work. They were look- 
ing into the bloodshot eyes and the red 
tongues of a hungry pack of wolves 
about to be unleashed by starvation, 
which soon would be growling and 
snarling about their doors during the 
coming winter. Ab, yes, it makes a 
great deal of difference how one looks 
at a coming year's labor before and 
after a destroying tempest! Most of 
you, like Job, have had your “torna- 
does of trouble’ which have wrecked 
the home and destroyed your business 
and killed your cattle and sheep and 
left you stripped and forlorn. 
Not Every Dark Cloud a Tempest, 
But though bitter trouble may have 
' assailed you in the past that is no rea- 
son why you should think every dark 


cloud presages for you a destroying | 


tempest. Indeed, I go further than 
that; I do not believe your past storms 
of troubles have aul been destroying 
tempests. You are still living, you 
have survived your worst troubles, and 
now, chastened and strengthened, you 
are going forward armed by past ex- 
perience and wiser by your trials, 
strong in faith, to meet what the new 
year may bring. 
It can bring with it nothing 
But he will bear us through; 
Who gives the lilics clothing 
Will clothe his people too. 

When the great philosopher wrote the 
words of my text he was expressing a 
negative truth. -“He that observeth 
the winds shall not sow,” and the con- 
verse of that fact is that if a man will 
only go forth with a brave heart, if 
he will only plant and sow his seed 
faithfully and conscientiously, God will 
give him a large harvest. “To him 
that soweth righteousness shall be a 
sure reward.” Will you not believe 
this? O man, will you not go forth 
to your coming year's work with a 
brave and a hopeful spirit for a coming 
conquest? 

But there are some whose apprehen- 
sions of coming trin! are based on facts 
of a different kind. “My trouble,” says 
one, “is not due to a Inck of faith in 
God or In my own ability, but in the 
loyalty of others. The apostolic ad- 
vice not to be unequally yoked with 
unbelievers extends further than the 
marriage relation. I am finding that 
out in the bronder sense of business. 
It also means that those who are un- 
equally yoked together can never pull 
well ns a team. My business nssocl- 
ates und 1 are fretting and worrying 
and irritating and retarding one an- 
other's labors.” 

Yes, brother, 1 at once catch the 
meaning of your Bible simile. Al- 
though born In the city, I have spent a 
great deal of my spare time in the 
country, and I have witnessed again 
and again feats of horse team pulling. 
The farmers have a great deal of pride 
in their horses. If one former can have 
a perfectly matched team of heavy 
farm horses he always think they can 
outdraw and. outpull all other teams in 
the country. It is not uncommon at 
the county fairs to have these trials of 
strength tested. A great lond will be 
piled upon a sled at the bottom of a 
hill, Then the team will be hitched up. 
The farmer will take the reins firmly 
in bis hands and cry, “Get up!" If the 
horses pull together evenly and steadi- 
ly in all probability the sled will 
move over the hard, bare ground as if 
the runners were slipping over the 
winter's snow. But if one horse jerks 
at his traces one moment and then 
balks when bis mate is pulling it is im- 
possible to move the heavy load. The 
great difficulty with your business and 
professional life may be that you are 
not “equally yoked” with your associ- 
ates, You may have pulled while they 
were balking, and they may be pulling 
while you are balking. But did you 
ever stop to think that perhaps your 
lack of faith in yourself may be the 
chief reason why they have no faith 
in you and why they do not work in 
harmony with you? 

Faith Is Needed, 

Lack of falth In our own work will 
kill absolutely any faith others may 
have in our ultimate success, The old 
proverb says, “Rats will leave a sink- 
ing ship.” All our friends and associ- 
ates will leave us as quickly as they 
can if they once get into thelr minds 
the thought that we ourselves feel that 
we are certainly doomed to failure. A 
man who is always anticipating fall- 
ure nnd taking a gloomy view of the 
future not only works halt heartedly 
himself, but depresses, his associates. 
What church would wish to listen to a 
minister who had no hope of the ulti- 
mate triumph of the gospel? If he 
were to prench week after week ser- 
mons the keynote of which was that 
man is a failure, the church a failure, 
Christ for the most of us a failure and 
the world is golug to the dogs, would 
any oue want to listen to such ser- 
mons? Would any one continue to 
work for the upbullding of the grand 
old church of Christ, which has had 
such a mighty Iyhuence for good In the 
past aud is having such a mighty Influ- 
ence for good In the present and will 
bave such a mighty Influence for good 
in the future? No, of course you would 
not. You would suy to yourself: “Well, 


the church Is going to smash and the 
people are golng to smash. I guess I 
will get off the train and let the ‘Limit- 
ed I.cpress of Destruction’ go over the 
open drawbridge as it may.” 

Bupposing your daughter is sick and 
you call in a physiclan and beg him to 
cure her, That physician, having ex- 
amined her, declares there la no hope. 
He leaves some medicine for her, but 
doubts if it can do ber any good; he 
advises this course and that, but says 
there is really no bope for saving her. 
What would you do with such a doc- 
tor? You would turn him out of doors 
In the twinkling of an eye. You would 
pay, “If a physician bas no faith in his 
own medicine, I will have no faith in 
him.” And yet the strange fact of life 
la this: There are scores and hundreds 
of men who alwaya keep talking about 
their misfortunes, They keep on tell- 
ing their employees only the dark side 
of thelr business,’ After. awhile thelr 
employees and business associates lose 
faith in tlieir business “prospects and 
they do not work ns they ought. 

Take an Inventory. 

What you need, O ming, at the begin- 
ning of this new year is to take a big 
inventory, not of your misfortuves, but 
of gour blessings, Find out all the 
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bright tiiin you know ubout your life. 
Rejent them over and over uud over to 
yourself. Get faith In God and in 
yourself, Then your associates will get 
faith In yon, By thelr luerensed labor 
you will get falth in them. Then, to- 
gether with faith in each other and 
faith In God, you will go forth with re- 
newed zenl for the seed planting and 
the muleltud:nous harvest will surely 
come. Never let your associates know 
that you have lost faith In yourself. 
The poorest song a farmer ever sung in 
the time of sowing and seed planting 
is the, pessimistic song of old, which 
will desiroy the enthusiasm of every 
farm hand: 


Thirty days hath September, April, Juno 


and Nevember; 
From January up to May It raincth 
every diy; 
All the rest have thirty-one, without a 
blessed ray of sun, 
And If any of them had two and thirty 
They'd be 
dirty. 
“Well,” says some one else afflicted 
with New Year's timidities, “I not only 
have lost faith in myself and in my 
assoclates, but I have also lost faith 
in the good deeds which I try to do 
for the lost and the needy. I am not 
an angel. I make no pretense of being 
a perfect man, but I do try to do some 
good in the world, Almost all my 
good intentions have gone for naught. 
I can understand: the disappointment | 
of men who have made honest bat | 


just as wet and twice as 


| futile attempts to help people, for the 


more you do for some people the less | 
those people seem to be willing to do 
for themselves, I do not want to lead 
a purely selfish life, but I do not in- 
tend to be bled for nothing.” The de- | 
sire not to throw away our good works 
is rational. When we plant seed we 
certainly want to reap the harvest. 
There are many discouragements in 
philanthropte labors. The wife of a} 
prominent New York millionaire once 
sald to my mother: “Mrs, Talmage, I! 
do not like to do a deed of Christian 
philauthropy with any one. When I| 
do it I never want any one to know 
who Is doing it. If $500 is necessary 
to be raised and I give $499, leaving it 
to some one clse to give at least the 
other dollar, there is no surprise. The 
only surprise expressed is that I did | 
not give the $500 Instead of the $499. 
The more you do for some people the 
less they try to do for themselves.” 
This is unquestionably true, but, though 
some seed sown in Christian philan- 
thropy seems to be thrown away, that 
does not prove that the seed planting 
is not worth ulfthe labor it costs us. 

What would you think of n farmer 
who should say to you, “I will not 
plant a kernel of corn unless I am pos- 
itively sure that from this kernel will 
grow n stubble of corn, or n grain of 
wheat, barley or buckwheat unless 
from this very seed I shall get my 
thirty or sixty or a hundredfold re- 
turn?“ Why, you would laugh such a 
farmer to scorn. You would say to 
him: “You do not know the first A B O 
of agriculture. A planter can afford 
to lose n thousand seeds If he can get 
a harvest from the remaining seeds he 
plants.” Yet all through life you can 
find men who estimate their successes 
and fallures not by the glorious re- 
turns they receive from a few good 
seeds well planted in good ground, but 
by the failure of the good seed which 
has inadvertently fallen in bad soll. 

Why Not Help Ilim? 

Why doirt you help that young man 
who has just landed in town and Is 
stranded? I grant that he bas been a 
wayward boy, that his life ls not what 
it ought to be, but In spite of that, why 
don't you help him? You know you 
can give him a position if you will. 
„Oh,“ you answer, “what is the use? 
I have tried to be a friend to young 
men in the past, but I am done now 
with turning my business house into a 
Christian mission. I draw the line 
sharply between business and philan- 
thropy. I do my Christian work In 
church, but not In my store. I run the 
latter on business principles. When a 
young man comes to me for work he 
has to have good recommendations or 
I will not employ bim. Why, sir, I 
have befriended four young men In 
the past! I even went so far as to try 
to send one of those young men through 
college because he was the son of an 
old chum of mine who Is now dead. All 
four turned out badly. They were un- 
grateful dogs at that! Lou cannot 
meke something out of nothing.” 

A life of nothings, nothing worth 

From that first nothing ere ita birth 

To that last nothing under earth. 

Yes, I grant that your good seed in 
the case of these four young men may 
have been thrown away. But would it 
not be worth while to have four, five 
or even ten such good seed plantings 
amount to naught it only the eleventh 
“seed” took root in some young man's 
heart and saved just one young man? 
Would not the satisfaction you get 
from having led one young man to be 
saved for Christ compensate you for 
oll your wasted labor upon nineteen 
young men who were not saved? God 
will not reward you according to the 
success of your labors, but according 
to the efforts you have honestly made, 
whether they have succeeded or failed. 
Do your duty and leave the result to 
God. » 

Ob, missionary worker in the New 
York slums, what is the good of your 
rescue missions and your testimony 
meetings night after night? You know 
just as well un I kavw that nine-tenths 
ef all your professed converts will be- 
tome backsliders, That young woman 
who now arises with tears in her eyes 
and says, “Thank God, I have been 
saved from sin,“ may tomorrow be 
treading again the old path of wicked- 
ness. Tunt man who signs the pledge 
tonight may be drunk again next week, 
That penitent gambler is only penitent 
until you give him a start in life again, 
and then he will gamble away bis sub- 
stance just the same as he bas done in 
the past. Mra, Maud Ballington Booth 
lately wrote a book entitled “After 
Prison, What?" After prison for most 
ex-convicts is prison again, Two-thirds 
of the Inmates of the penitentlary perve 
more than one term ench. Once a thief 
for many of them is always a thief, 

Labor Net Lest. 

“All that you state is true,” answers 
the missionary of the New York slums, 
“One-third, one-half — aye, perhaps 
three-fourths—of all our reformed cases 
may become backsliders, But if one 
out of every four—aye, if one out of 
every ten—be saved, ia not the tenth 
‘man worth all the effort we have bè 
stowed on the other nine? All the seed 
"the farnier plants does not fall o 
woll. Shall the farmer cease 
All our labors for Christ may 
1n a gospel harvest. but are not 
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wards we receive a multipotent bless- 
ing for our labors, no matter how great 
they may be?“ The New York mission- 
ary is right. : 

“Yes,” some one says, “that is very 
pretty talk, but it does not bear well 
the test of logic. If while I sow one 
good seed nine other men are sowing 
tares, will not the nine tares increase 
just as rapidly as the one good seed? 
In time will not the earth, instead of; 
being covered with the glory of God ‘as! 
the waters cover the sea,’ be covered 
with the blood of a destroyed world? 
Instead of the world being better, as 
we would wish, is it not morally and 
spiritually becoming more and more 
depraved? Have I not a right, then, to 
my new year timidities?” No, my 
brother! No, no! A thousand times 
no! The reports of the gospel meteorol- 
ogists do not bear out your theories, 

Meteorology is as rational a science 
as chemistry, geology, biology, physics 
or any other science. Like a skillful } 
general, the United States government, | 
guarding against surprise, has organ. | 
ized Its weather bureau and planted 
outpost stations everywhere. All these 
stations are in direct communication 
with each other and with Washington. 
Thus no sooner does a storm start out 
on its mission of destruction than the 
weather bureau lifts its signals of 
warning. The sailors run to cover, and 
fruit growers hold back their ship- 
ments, and railroad officials get out 
their snow plows and anticipate the at- 
tacks of the storm. So perfect is this 
system of signals that for the last ten 
years not o ship has ever been lost 
upon the dangerous Inland sea of Lake 
Michigan whose captains have heeded 
these storm signals. Millions and bil- 
lions of dollars’ worth of property have 
been saved both on land and sea. 

The Signa of the Times. 

What the superintendent of the 
weather bureau can do in reading the 
positions of the atmospheric storm 
clouds the gospel meteorologist can do 
in telling us nbout the storm clouds of 
sin. What is it we learn from these 
Christian meteorological reports? From 
one and nuother henthen land comes 
the story of people turulug from idols 
to serve the living God. Everywhere 
slavery and cruelty and inhumanity 
are being gradually suppressed. The 
world is coming more and more under 
the iniluence of the principles of 
Christ. It is n slow process, but the 
general trend is in the right direction. 
Evil for thousands of years has had its 
sway. We must not expect it to be 
easily or quickly dislodged. But the 
good time is coming. Only do not let 
us who live in Christian lands lose 
heart or hone. We have the promise of 
victory; we sce the sky growing rosy 
with the coming dawn. Let us work 
on in faith ond patience, Ob, my 
brother, think not this New Year's day 
opens a ‘lark day” for Christ. Think 
not that your labors for the coming 
year wil be thrown nway. Push on in 
faith and hope. Drive up. Look up, in 
the name of Jesus. Plant in God's 
name; plant for Jesus Christ! 

No New Year's greeting from me 
could be voiced in more Inspiring lan- 
guage than that of my text. These 
eight words have for me a loving re 
membrance, If any one shouid ask me 
what was my father's favorite passage 
of Scripture, without a moment's hesi- 
tation 1 would answer, Ecclesiastes 
xi, 4, “He that observeth the -wind 
shall not sow.“ They were to him bis 
meat and strength for everyday work. 
He quoted them to himself almost 
every day of his life. He quoted them 
to his wife ond children hundreds, aye, 
thousands of times. If any of us were 
discouraged or biue or cast down, bis 
advice always was the same. Take 
courage, All will yet come out right. 
“He that observeth the wind shall not 
sow.” Shall not we on this New Year's 
Sabbath press on with glorious antlcl- 
pation for the gospel seed planting at 
band, which will ultimately mean our 
harvest nhead? I pray God that this 
coming year may be the best of years 
to all of us, os it will surely be the 
last of earthly years to some of us, A 
happy, happy New Year!

While ducks do not require so 
much house or yard room as other 
poultry, they should still have con- 
venient and comfortable quarters. Our 
illustration shows a cheap and sub 
stantial arrangement of this kind. The 
yard should be thirty-two feet deep 
and twenty to twenty-four feet wide, 
enclosed with an ordinary paling 
fence five feet high, or with that
